“A note on the Melungeons”’ was the rather | 
unpromising title of an extreme ly interesting 

paper read last evening before the Anthropo- 
logical society by Dr, Swan M. Burnett. © Le- 
‘gends of the Melungeons,”” he said, ‘id first 
heard at my father’s knee as a child in the 
mountains of eastern Tennessee, and the name 
‘had such a ponderous and inhuman sound as to 
associate them in my mind with the giants and 
ogres of the wonder tales I listened to in the 
winter evenings before the crackling logs in the 
wide-mouthed firep!ace. And when I chanced 
to waken in the night and the fire had died 
down on the hearth, and the wind swept with 
domoniac shriek and terrifying roar around 
and through the house, rattling the windows 
and the loose clapboards on the roof, I shrank 
under the bedclothes trembling with a fear that 
was almost an expectation that one of these 
huge creatures would come down the chimney 
with a nush, seize me with his dragon-like 
arms, and carry me off to his cave in the moun- 
tains, there to devour me piecemeal.” 

MILLY ARK PEOPLE,

Ihave not been able to hear of 
them in any of the lower counties of East 
iy <seawhgi and those 1 have seen myself were 
in Cooke county, bordering on North Carolina. 
At what time this emigration took place is by 
no means certain, but it was certainly as long 
ago as seventy- -five or eighty vears. One man, 
‘Old Colonel Collins,’ in Hancock co unty, 
claims that his father fought in the revolution. 

“They are known ne nerally by the names of 
their families, as the ollinses ,» &c., and on ac- 
count of the caste cal ion w ‘hic h has always 
been rigorously maintained. They do not in- 
termary with the whites, and, so far as [ know, 
they have not recently intermarried with the 
negroes or Indians. As stated before, they 
are held by the whites to be a mixed race wit, 
at least a modicum of negro blood, and there js 
at least one instance on record in which the 
matter was brought before the courts. It was

President Lee eseorted me over the 
where the boys were pursuing their studies. 
As he opened each door it seeme@ that a 
regiment of boys arose to greet us , and alter 
going through that college I felt as if I'd met 
the whole male pepulation of the United States. 
We entered Lieutenant Davis's class room first, 
where he was carrying part of the junior class 
through a mathematical lesson. Lieutenant 
Davis is the United States officer sent to the 
college by the govesnanen’ to teach military 
tactics. and he also teaclies mathematics and 
the use of field instruments needed by a farmer 
for practical surveying, levelling, etc. 

In the next reom Professor MeGhee was 
teaching alarge class in algebra. Professor 
Magruder was teaching his senior class 
English literature, After going through all 
the clusses on the second floor we went to the 
third, where the industrial classes were telling 
about horticulture, steck, planting, reaping, 
eic, Professor McKay, of the horticuitura, 
department, was examining his class in re gard 
to vegetables and fruits. The selling of ted 
articles of this kind by farmers of the present 
might charitably be attributed to ignorance of 
what is really good, but the Mississippi farmer 
of the future will have no excuse 
for selling sour seples anal sthey 
radishes. He will know what good 
vegetavles aie and how to grow them. 

A young gentleman gave in our presence 
rome lucid discourses on the cucumber, from 
which we gained full information in regard to 
{ts cultivation and temperament, and found 
put that the best variety was the white spine. 
He did not, being a loyal vegetable student, 
tell of the harmful effects of an overdose of 
cucumber upon the partaker, but we all know 
about that without studying horticulture. 

We heard the egg plant explained in the 
Bame way, and then repaired to 
the class room where Professor Irby was 

examining one-half of che freshman class on 
sod k. I found out the meaning of thorough- 
bred, cross, ete., and all about. the form and 
feature and disposition of the Jersey, Devon, 
Jiolstein and other cows. 

In this building were twenty rooms, and all 
filled with classes as we went through them. 
We stop d on the st: uirway going “dow h to 
watch the lwoys change classrooms. It was 
done with periect sysiem and order, without 
any of the giggling that school girls ‘of their 
ace would have indulged in. DBy school girls | 
don’t mean Industrial school girls. They 
never giggle. 

On the college building’s left hand is the 
chemical laboratory, class and lecture room. 
Prof. Hutchinson, the state chemist, 1s in 
charge of this department. The first floor 
contained the distillery, gas and supply rooms, 
all complete in appointments. In the class 
sophomore class were engaged in the 
BL dy of an: lytical chemistry by the blow pipe 
analysis. These boys are taught three months 
by text books and six months by practical an- 
alysis by blow pipes, ete., and the result of 
this traming enables to analyze and deter- 
mine the com position of any substance, 
go that the coming farmer will not be cheated 
in buying grains and fertilizers. 

To the left of this building spread out a vast 
area [| lanted in fruit by the boys. Ten acres of 
strawberries bring in a round sui of money for 
the college everyspring, besides giving the 
bovs as many as their hearty appetites desire. 
‘There are twelve acres each in peach and pear 
and apple trees, and a vineyard of ten acres, 
Without a single Eve to tempt. the 
four hundred Adams." If Satau finds his way 
there, he'll have to bear all the blame of his 
own blackness. 

Back of Set chemical building is the Agri- 
cultur , xpe rime nt station of Mississippi. 
Upon January 27th, 1885, located this station 
at the A. and M. college and placed its 
wauagement in the hands of the college 
trustees. The object of this station is to con- 
duct original researches or verify experiments 
on the physiology of plants and animals, 
their diseasesy with the remedies used 
against them, the chemical composition of 
plants, m re soil, w ater, ete. 

Profesf~or's. Traey, who directs this de- 
partment, says ac such analysis as is done 
here goes more to the making of successful 
farming than weather can go against it, as 
more bad crops come from rust, smut, bad

Now to the stables and creamery. I went 
there with Mr. Saffold, a former graduate and 
present assistant in the horticultural depart- 
ment. On our way over great, high stiles, 
made for the long legs of boys, he talked of 
the college and its interests. 

‘I wish,” he said, “that the buildings were 
not quite so rough. The girls’ indus- 
trial college, . you noticed, was so 
nicely finished inside. Of course we boys 
want the girls to have the nicest, but still 
we’d like. it to be some better, Stlll,’’ he 
went on, ‘‘the buildings are substantial and 
every wall is of bri k and double, so there 
couldn't possibly be a fire.”’

At the barn, Mr. Davis, the acting professor 
and superintendent of the farm, joined us and 
showed me the three silos, containing in all 
two hundred and forty tons of ensilage, made 
onthe place, and the barn also contained 
quantities of hay and corn, harvested from the 
farm field. This barn supplied the dry food 
for four hundred cattle, that grazed on the dis- 
tant green fields. In the barn, for thorough- 
bred cattle, feeding stuffs are being 
tested for butter and beef making. 

The test has been made only a short time, 
but Professor Irby thinks the cheapest food for 
making good beef is cotion seed meal and cot- 
ton seed. 

To this barn, before daylight, the students 
who milk the cows repair w ith lantern and tin 
bucket.. Imagine a row of brass-buttoned, 
uniformed boys kneeling humbiy and 
milking cows! Here 1s a hone 
for the farm wife of _ the future. 

No more getting up at daylight and making 
fires and milking cows, while their husbands 
snore comfortably in their warm beds. 

From the etable we passed to the first cream- 
ery ever esjablished in the Gulf states. Since 
then a number of college graduates have since 
established or are working .in creameries in 
different parts of the state, | 

This creamery is fitted up with 
and best inventions for separating, 
and working cream into better. 

The milk is first put into a large tin recepta- 
cle and heated to the degree for churning; 
then it goes into the cream separator, whieh 
revolves sixty-five times a minute and is sepa- 
rated immediately; then the churding is done 
in a large, box-! ike machine. The great caus 
of yellow cream, the wooden vats of golden 
butter, were a deliglt to the eyes. There, 
in summer, two hundred pounds of but- 
ter are mace a day. and this butter 
is in such demand that orders for three 
or four hundred pounds more than ney can 

upply is daily received. 

“E verything imaginable in the way of new 
agricultural‘implements is to be found here, 
and the facilities for watering, draining, ete., 
are the best. 

This college has done more solid § “ood to the 
farmers and the state of Mississippi than any- 
thing ever established. It has advanced their 
ideas, given them new and improved methods, 
shown them their resources and what lay in 
the future of their country. As for the 
students, they are the men who are to make 
the stone pillows for the south to stand upon, 
and if such a school as this were established in 
every southern state, it would not be long be- 
fore the south would far exceed the north in 
wealth. Prom the ground cometh the birth 
of all things.

the club. I left the wharf in Brunswick ona 
balmy, breczy morning. 

THE VOYAGE. 

The good steamer City of Brunswick 
peemed to feel the inspiration of the day, and 
Fairly danced tothe mingled strains of mur- 
muring wind and babbling sea 

Away we went by many a marshy bank and 
many a winding river. 

To the right the dark and mystic shores of 
Camden; to the left the deep blue sea. 

Coming around into the bay we had a fine, 
full front view of Jekyl, resting with dreamful 
eyes where summer sings and never dies.

construeted on a plan of 
elegance thatis in keeping wi 
of those who have erected it 
house, restful and retired. 

Inside the house one wanders through one 
after another of large siiding doors, and in 
rooms whose walls are frescoed in softened de- 
signs, white and gold, cherry and antique oak 
in the wainscotting and mantels and whose 
floors are laid with the softest of carpets. 

In detail, each room isan artist’s dream— 
asa whole, the structure isan architectural 
triumph. 

The broad hall is finished in antique oak, 
the hall stair railing in rope work, curiously 
carved at the turn in the stairs. and the re- 
mainder of the distance in twisted oak.

Eleven miles of its castern length isocean 
beach, as smooth and hase as ashell road. 

Its western marge is bounded by a safg har- 
bor into which the flying coursers of the great 
deep, the gilded yachts’of the millionaires 
ride at anchor, safe from all the gales that 
sweep the bosom of the restless sea. 

You know, of course, that General Ogle- 
eeeree setiled it, as he did ne arly everythng 
else, including a few public debts due the 
kin, Pn n of Spain which he paid on the in- 
stallinent plan from bioody Marsh, St. Si- 
mons, to the sand dunes of Anastaia and the 
fortress of St. Augustine. 

He named it for his friend, Sir Jsoeph 
Jekyl, an eminent English statesman. 

Major Horton, an English oiticer, hopeless 
spendthrift and friend of Ogle thorpe, suc- 
ceeded in command about 1738-9. It was 
he who, with 2,000 Englishmen, cleared up 
those spre ading fields—300 acresof live oak 
land in rye and barely—twenty acres 
of bottoms in hops—planted 10,000 orange 
trees in avenues, a great many olives and 
black walnuts—built the great castle of ‘‘tabby”’ 
and the brewery walls—discovered the spring 
of sweet water at the foot of an ocean fronting 
bluff—brewed the only real, genuine English 
beer ever produced in Georgia. 

History, so far as I know, is silent as to his 
fate. Possibly he was g: ithered to his fathers 
in merry England; possibly his bones are at 
rest beneath some of the blackened slabs that 
mark the old time burying ground.

THE DUBIGNONS. 

The Frenchmen purchased the island in 
1791. One of these was Christophe Pouiain 
duBignon, driven from aristocratic France by 
the ple ‘beian revolution. He came into entire 
possession by purchasing the interests of the 
others. His son, Henri duBignon, inherited 
it, and soon down to the father of the du- 
Bignon who now retains a proprietary interest. 

Settled by an English aristocrat, who was 
sneceeded by a noble ‘of France, it has reverted 
toa company of American money kings.

The oid duBignon residence stood near the 
western shore, but was burned during the 
civil war. Some remains of the old negro 
quarter remain, together with the old and the 
hew residences ‘of Mr. John. auBi; enon, and 
the wood-embowered home of the last of the 
duBignons of the old regime, Hon. John E., 
who lives a placid life with his gun and his 
books, and his undisturbed quiet and unbroken 
rest. 
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VOLUTIONARY MEMORIES. 

When the yhlondy British captured the island, 
during the American revolution,they carried off 
all the old duBignon plate, coat of arms, and 

valuables general. Christophe Poulain ‘took 
the precaution to bury itin the woods, with 
nobody but his faithful old slave and c arriage 
driver present. 

He promised secrecy, and no sooner had the 
Pritish landed than the old scoundrel gave the 
thing away. There is an old lady living who 
telis of hearing her mother relate how the 
British had her, with other ladies, imprisoned 
in Dungeness, on Cumberland. 

Castle Dungeness had not 
pleted, and they were in an upper apart- 
ment and could peep down on. their 
captors who were holding a Belshazzar’s feast 
below, eating and drinking from the stolen 
plate of the duBignons, with {ts proud old 
crest that was broken, found its way to tlie 
melting pot of the English Jew money lender 
and was lost fore ver.

MAGNIFICENT SEAT OF GOVERNMENT 


Our State Capitols Irom 


to Gordon. 


CAPITOL TO ATLANTA 


When sixteen representatiyes of the six 
thousand inhabitants of Georgia met in a rude 
house at Savannah in 1751 to organize the first 
general assembly of this state, they hardly 
dréamed of the magnificent capitol which the 
legislature will oceupy in July. 

It had been only eighteen years since Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe landed with one bundred and 
rixteen immigragits at Yamacraw, and with 
their little settlements in the wild home of 
the Indians,- these pioneer legislators could 
Bardly imagine that they were laying the 
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foundations of a commonwealth such as Geor- 
pia is today, with a million and a half of peo- 
vie and three hundred and thirty millions of 
teal property. 

If old John Milledge, 
little assembly, couid have 
years and seen the house where his grandson 
wili keep the library, or conld have 
rene up to the balcony above the 
dome and looked ont upon Atlanta, 
and the rail , he might not have made a 
more distinguishe dname, but he would have 
gone back to those pioneers with. an enthusi- 
asm that no hardships of those trying times 
could have abaied 

Though we may not look on the new eapito 
AS ara Hg as one of those pioneers would 
have done, we will ind in it a great deal to 
iiterest an: d Stir our enthasiasm.,

The picture of the capitol gives ata glance 
its form and the plan of the second floor shows 
the arrangement the principal halls—the 
rvotunda in the center, rising frem the first 
floor iSO feet to the vault of the dome, and on 
either side of it the great lightshaftsa, one in 
the north and one in the south end. These 
preat i2x65 feet, rise 
from the fii ioor 2 feet above the roof, let- 
ting in light through their open 
courts and ihat surround them. 
On cach tloor al itshaft a fifteen- 
foot corridor runs all vound between the rail 
and the walls, and whole opening from 
wail to wall-is 72x05 feet and feet high. 
The halls and corvi dows on the first and second 
lloors are paved with marble, and the 
grand staire: from the center 
of the court on the first floor to the second is 
thirteen feet wide from curb to curb, with

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The first floor is oeeupied by the executive 
department and state house officers. The 
second has the house over the main entrance 
in the west portico, the senate in the east 
tico, the state library in the north, and 
supreme court ro§m with itsllibrary and clerk’s 
office in the south end. Of the intervening 
rooms, five are set apart for the supreme court 
judges, one for the president of the senate, 
one for the speaker of the house, two for the 
clérk and secretary, and the remaining ten or 
twelve for committee rooms. The third floor 
has thirty-one committee rooms, 

To get a good idea of the building 
appointments you will goin at the main en- 
trance on the Washington street side. The 
door admits you toan entrance hall 40 feet 
wide and 60 long, paved with white marble, 
and in walking toward the rotunda you go be- 
tween two rows of big columns that support 
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the floor of 
On each _ side 
opening, six by ten feet, through 
which the plate glass gives a view into the 
schoo] commissioner’s office on the left and the 
secretary of state’s denartment on the right. 

Crossing a hallinto the rotunda, you can 
stand on the prismatic lights in the center 
and see to every extremity of the building—to 
the north, south, east or west entrance, or to 
the vault of the dome,150 feetaboveyvou. ‘Lhe 
prismatic glass on which you are standing is 
sufficiently transparent to light the basement, 
but you cannot see through it, and you would 
do well to go down and see the heating and 
ventilating apparatus. 

Three steel boilers, five feet in diameter and 
sixteen in length, located under the south en- 
trance, furnish steam to heat the building and 
run the ventilator and pumps. From each 
= of steel nsed in the boilers a coupon was 

and bent double withouta fracture. The 
saitecs complete were tested with 150 pounds 
cold pressure to the square inch, though they 
Will not have carry over 15 to 40 pounds of 
steam. The steam is conducted tothe radia- 
tors through pipes surrounded with asbestos, 
Which prevents loss of heat and saves fuel. 

A big Sturtevapt fan, about ten feet in diam- 
eter, takes the fresh air from the 
windows on the west side and drives 
air ductsthat runfiem end to end of 
building under the floor. The ducts are eight 
feet wide and four feet high,walled with brick, 
and earry the fresh air to 100 radiators in differ- 
ent parts of over the 
20,000 square feet of heating surface the steain 
pipes of the radiators, the cold air is given a 
comfortable temperature before going mto the 
flues that conduct it all through the building. 
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In summer time steam is cut off from the radia 
tors and the air is driven all through the bnild- 
ing, fresh and cool as it goes into the fan. 

The two steam pumps are used for compres- 
sion in the receiver that drivesthe elevator 
machinery, and for pumping water to fie two 
tanks that supply the buiiding.

GK OFFICES.ON THE FIRST FLOOR. 

The executive department is in the north- 
west corner. First comes the governor's pri- 
vate office, a room fourteen feet square and 
finished in white maple. The wails are painted 
a delicate antique blue, with an exquisite 
fresco above and a frieze of bronze fringed 
with a deiicate tracery representing tassels. 
Opening into this is the governor’s reception 
room, 14 by 28 feet, finished in cherry’ and 
painted old gold, with a frieze of rough stuff 
with stars and spangles and atracery of lace 
work below. 

Across the hall are the two _rooms _ 
governor's sea@aries<céch 14 by 
painted old gold and neatly frescoed, one fin- 
ished in cherry and the otherin ash, and one 
provided with a fire-proof vault. Sueceeding 
these is the archives room, 27 feet square. 

Between the executive department and the 
main entrance is the office of the school com- 
missioner Ia the south side of the entrance 
hall are the three rooms of the secretary of 
state, §the third room used jointly by the 
secretary and the railroad commission. The 
apartinents of the-commission take up the rest 
of the space to the south bail. On the east 
side are the rooms of the agricultural depart 
nent, comptroller cenera!, treasury, aod peni- 
tentiary department—all frescoed except the 
agricultural rooms. ‘Che tax department of 
the compt troller gener ral’ s ofiice has a tire-proof 
vault and the treasurer’s oflice has one fire and 
burglar-proof. 

The treasury vault is twelve feet square and 
floored with steel railroad bars. The sides are 
guarded by three foot brick walls 
lined with steel sheets five-cighths 
of an inch thick. The inner doors 
and vestibule are of solid steel two and a half 
inches thick, and there isan inside combina- 
tion lock. ‘The outer doors have an ‘‘anti- 
dynamite’’ lock, so arranged that when the 
combination is off the lever ig disconnected 
from the bolts and turns round loosely. Ifa 
burglar should blow the Jock off he w ould then 
be unable to throw the bolts back. 

In the northeast corner are the three rooms 
of the principal keeper of the penitentiary. 
This accommodates the state officers, and 
leaves several rooms on the first floor for future 
demands.

of nink marble tnree feet and four inches ligi 
forms a base of all the walis. It broken 
every ten or twelve feet by heavier pilasters oi 
the same material, all polished to the last de- 
gree, and bordered on the floor by a strip of 
blue marble tile a foot wide. 

It is interesting to know that Georgia 
marble in tiles ®nd waniscoting has a surface 
of nearan acre and a half and cost about 
twelve thousand dollars more than the amount 
sent to Indiana for the Volitic limestone in the 
exterior.

THE PRINCIPAL HALLS. 
The hall of the house of representatives is 
70 feev wide, 85 feet Jong and 43 feet high, 
with a gallery capable of accomodating four 
or five hundred people. It is finished in cherry 
with a Wainseoting six feet high next the 
lobby and about seven and a half feet hi gh on 
the west side where tlhe floor is depressed 
fourteen inches. The rich colors of the fresco 
give the room an appear: ance of magnificence 
The wal!s are painted a dullred in keeping 
with the e herry finish and as pilasters are a 
darker shade. The frieze and capitals are in 
eolors varying from a rich dark red to gilt old 
gold and buff with a delicate tracery of anticue 
blue. Above the cornice another tra- 
cery of delicate blue figures and above that the 
cove of the roofisa mass of gilt stars and 
spangies. The Hat ceiling is broken into panels 
by heavy girders. The panels are antique 
ylue crnamented with silver figures and the 
girders are painted in rich , darker colors. 
fie painting in the senate is in keeping 
with the whitecak finish and the colors of the 
fresco, rich and beautiful beyond descript-on, 
and less toward the gorgeous than those of 
the house. Around the house are the cloak 
room on the left, the clerk’s room onthe right 
and the lobby on the rotunda side. ‘The senate 
has no lobby, but is flanked on either side by 
beautifully frescoed rooms for the president, 
secretary and cloak room. Next to the presi- 
dent’s room is another handsomely frescoed

The state library takes up the whole north 
end, extending from the second floor to the 
roof, and is 180 feet long and 28 feet wide. In 
the ends of the room there are upper wtsacshn 
each 26 by 40 feet, reached by spira) stairway 
so the total fioor space is 260 feet k ong by 26° 3 
28 feet wide. The room is finished in cherry 
and frescoed in colors, somewhat similar to 
those of the house. ! 

The sepreme courtroom, 40 by 46 feet and 
22 feet high, tf finished: in white oak and fres- 
coed in a style of quiet magnificence somewhat 
similar to that in the senate chamber. The 
adjoining library has a balcony and_ spiral 
stairway. The judges’ rooms just across the 
hall on the west side are large and elegantly 
frescoed. 

The committee rooms on this floor, like 
those on the third, are finished in yellow pine 
and Kalsomined. . The thirty-one rooms above 
are of various sizes to suit large and small 
comunittees.

UP TO THE LANTERN. 

The view from the lantern balcony above 
the dome is well worth climbiug for. These 
arc about 300 steps from the third floor to the 
balcony and when you’ get tothe top step you 
are 208 feet above the ground. The cyclorama 
spreads out before you on all sides for forty 
or fiity miles. On a clear day 
Stone mountain seems not more than 
five miles away and Kennesaw is almost as 
near. Away off to the north you can see a 
mountain that appears to be twice as fur as Kon- 
nesaw, and away beyond it is the dim outlines 
of some foot hills of the Blues ridge. In every 
direction the ground slopes away and Clark 
university is on apparently the highest point 
in the suburbs. The two pictures will give 
some idea of the north and sonth views to- 
ward Kennesaw and Stove mountain, with a 

bird’s eye view of the intervening portions of 
the city.

The Movement for Atlanta. 

The movement to bring the capo! here be- 
gan in 1sdi, when Atlanta was only a collec- 
tion of shanties. The account of this ‘move- 
ment down to the convention of 1877 is made 
up from a series of articles written by Hon. N. 
J. Hammond during the famous capitol cam- 
paign of that year. 

The Milledgeville capitol needed repairs as 
early as 1833, and Gove nor Lum pkin’s mes- 
sage of 1834 recommended an approp! ‘iation of 
S18, 000 for an addition to the south end of the 

ruilding. 

In 1847 a bill providing for the removal of 
the seat of government to Atlanta was intro-

reported in favor of buying the opera house 
from Mr. Kimball and accepting $100,000 from 
Atlanta as a full compliance with her contract 
to furnish a capitol and governor’s mansion for 
ten years, and the report was adopted. 

Governor Bullock sent to the legislature an- 
other special inessage about the $35,000 on the 
23d of July, i870, and another joint committee 
was appointed. 

On the Ist of Angnust, 1870, the city conncil, 
of Atlanta, through Mayor William FEzzard, 
sent a communication to the legislative com- 
mittee, proposing to donate to the state $120,- 
000 of the bonds of the city ‘to be used in the 
purchase by the state of the build ng now used 
as a state capitol; the property when so pur- 
chased to become absoluteiy the property of 
the state; also to Jonate any unoccupied ten 
acres of land within the corporate limits that 
may be selected by the general assembly to be 
used for capitol purposess Aiso to furnish free 
of cost to the state a mansion suitable for his 
excellency, the governor of this state, for the 
term of ten years from June Ist, 1868. The 
object of the city in being thus liberal is solely 
to permanently Jocate the capitol in 
this city. ‘They desire, therefore, to have it 
understood that in case the capitol should be 
removed from Atlantat that then the ten acres 
of land referred to should revert to the city, 
also the bonds (or their equivalent) of thea 
eity used in the purchase of the building 
ferred to shall be returned to the city.” 

This preperition was accepted ond the

Meantime a morigaye for 569,000 in favor of 
the Northwestern imsurance company rested 
on the building, and the state in receiving the 
property from Mr. Kimball took as security 
for the $60,000 a certilicaite from the city of 
Avianta and delivered to him the amount of 
state bonds necessary 10 make up the $25).000 
purchase money.

Atlanta up to that time had paid out in 
carrying out its contract of 1868 to furnish 
a capitol building for ten years 
$130,000 in seven per cent city bonds, 
and about $79,000 in paying the princi- 
paland interést of the mortgage, altogether 
$209,000. 

There was a negative consideration which 
operated in favor of Atlanta. By the terms of 
Atlanta’s settlement with the republican leg- 
islature the ten acres of land and the $f50,000 
of bonds or their equivalent would have re- 
verted tothe city and the state would have 
owed a debt of “120,000, besides incurring the 
expense of removai.

The House Jovrnal for November Srd, 1882, 
records the introduction of the bill as follows: 

‘'The following bill was introduced, read the 
first time and referred to the committee on 
finance, to-wit: 

By Mr. Rice, a bill to build a new capitol for 
the state of Georgia.’?’ The amount appropri- 
ated was one million dollars and there were 
fire and burglar proof clauses against an in- 
crease. 

When the bill was introduced the house 
langhed,but in the midst of the merriment 
Mr..Rice got up and madea short talk, saying 
that the bill might seem strange to them 
then, but he was satisfied they would come to 
look on it as a necessity and vote for it. 

Then the work began in the finance commit- 
tee, The bill started there with about a half 
dozen friends, but afteralong tug was re- 
ported favorably to the house. Then Mr. 
Rice and his friends began the work in earn- 
est. ‘he same symtematic and untiring work 
that won the capitol campaign was brought to 
bear, and day by day, ineh. by inch he worked 
his way toa majority. The bill was allowed 
to lie still until the necessary number of votes 
could be secured. 

‘“‘T knew exactly how many votes I had 
every day,’’ said Mr. Rice, ‘and I knew the 
day I got over the notch. Then I had the bill 
made the special order for a certain date. 
When that day came I checked my men as 
the clerk called the rollj; and saw that I did 
not have a majority present. When the bill 
was called I had it, re-set for an- 
other day, and when that day came 
I checked as before and had it re-set again. I 
changed the date, I don’t know how many 
times, but finally I got a majority of my men 
present and with one speech the bill was put 
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HON. W. W. THOMAS, 
upon its passage. The house was in committee 
of the whole on the 15th of August with Mr. 
Rankin, of Gordon, in the chair. The com- 
mittee rose and reported that the bill do pass. 
The vote was 93 yeas, 58 nays and 24 not vot- 
ing; the bill got@through by a majority of 
five.’’ : 

Judge Hoyt then took up the biilin the sen- 
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ate and Mr. Rice went in and helped him. 
There was a good deal of opposition there, but 
the bill passed on the 2th of August, by a 
vote of 24 to 15. Governor McDanicl approved 
the act on September &th, 

The bill was very carefully drawn and was 
considered so well suited to its purpose that 
the Colorado legislature, when it appropriated 
a million dollars to Jbuild a capitol, enacted 
the Georgia bill almost verbatim, and a hand- 
some state house is now being built at Denver 
under that act.

Miller and Hon. W. W, Thomas capitol com- 
missioners in September 1885, and when the 
city of Atlanta surrendered its mortgage on 
the old capitoi to the state on the 4th of Octo- 
der, the commission organized and elected Mr.

Then followed the advertisement for plan: 
with detailed estimate of the cost of the build- 
ing. There were ten competitors and the plan 
of Edbrook and Barntiam, of Chicago was tin- 
ally accepted. This firm was vaid 34,500 for 
the plan, 31500 for detail specitications and 
drawings, and $4,000 a year for superintend- 
ance, making 525,000 in all. 

Meantime, on December

Bids for the work were invited and received 
on July 15th, 1884, but as none of them came 
within the appropriation all were rejected and 
new proposals were invited. ‘These were open- 
ed on September 24th, and three firunis made 
proposals for the entire building. That of 
Miles and Horn,of Toledo Ohio. for 3862,756.75 
was accepted anda bond of § was 
given, and General Cook and Mr. Crane, after 
personally investigating the sureties at Toledo 
reported favorably.

The gronnd contained about three and three- 
fourth acres when deeded to the state by the 
city, but about a quarter of an acre was 
bought for $20,600 in orderto square the 
grounds, which now measure 420 teet each 
way. 

Commissioner Crane, who had been promi- 

nently identified with capitol matters since the 
campaign of 1877, died on the 15th of January, 
1885. and his death left a vacancy which was 
filled by the appointment of Hon. E. P Howell 
op January 21st of that year. 
The contractors began work about the first 
of January, 1885, and on the 2d of September 
of that year the cornerstone was faid with 
linpasing ceremony, in which Hon. John 8. 
Davidson, grand masterof the state, conductea 
the Masonic rites. 

The building was to have been completed by 
the istof January, 188, and the work was so 
near done that the legislature cheerfully 
granted an extension of time until April Ist. 
The building is now about eompleted, and will 
be received by the state at the next meeting ol 
the capitol commission, on February 20th.

THE DISPOSITION OF THE OLD CAPITON, 
The capitol commission authorized on 
completion of the capitol building to negotiate 
for the sale of the old capitol and report bids 
io the next general assembly. Various dispo- 
sitions of the oid building have been sug- 
gested. One was that it could be used by the 
railroads for a union depot in connection with 
other property between the capitol and the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. Another idea 
was to transforin the building into a hotel, 
rhe latest suggestion is that the city buy it 
for a market house. The property fronts 150 
feet on Marietta street and its value has been 
variously estimated at $100,000 to $150,060, 
The state paid Mr. Kimball $280,000 for jg 
during republican rule. Atlanta parties nego- 
tiated for it on a value of #125,000 in 1883. 
i'nder the constitution, when any state prop- 
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erty is sola the proceeds must be applied ta 
the paymentof the public debt, and the pre- 
ceeds of the sale of the old capitol will natur-

The farmers’ pave this week presents some 
interesting communications. Mr. John P. 
Fort in his third letter discusses fertilizers, and 
tells the farmers how to makean article equal 
to the best commercial fertilizers for +15 a ton. 
He claims that the only elements which have 
benefitted Georgia soils are phosphoric acid and 
ammonia and by a combination of two-thirds, 
by weight. of phosphoric acid and one-third of 
cotton seed he says a fertilizer giving the best 
results can be made by any farmer for the 
above price. 

Another communication from the 16th dis- 
trict defends the alliance from the charge of 
treating the merchants unfairly, and comments

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fertilizer is contained in these four substances. 
I feel assured that there are other 
unknown elements that will develop them- 
gelves in future to diligent research. 

These substances are called ammonia, phos- 
phoric acid, potash and lime. es | 

On a large area of the soil of Georgia lime in 
any form has no effect, and on othe: portions 
of this state the -effect upon vegetation is 
slight. The same may be said of potash. 
This substance has no elfect upon the clay or 
red Jands of Georgia, and upon some other 
sections the effect is slight. 

I trustthat Ido not make these statements 
as it were “ex cathedra,”’ but they are mdile 
after years of observation and practical trial of 
lime and potash in all their forms. 

I do not think that these two last mentioned 
substances should be allowed to be put in any 
fertiliver sold in this state for general-use, as 
both of them only tend to cheapen the fertil- 
iver, and in nine cases cut of ten, when sold, 
are of no value, and at best, arc of small! value 
on some soils. Ifthe farmer needs them, he 
can buy them much cheaper than he can when 
they are usedasa cheap adulterant of fertili- 
vers as sold in this state at this time. 

i do not think it necessary to disouss these 
two last mentioned substances any farther. 
Except, for fear that so many good farmers 
may think that I am mistaken in regard 
to the value of potash by reason 
of the effect of wood ashes 
upon their land, all of which is ascribed to 
potash, when in fact it should be attributed to 
the phosphoric acid in the ashes and not the 


potash. 


lL come now to the consideration of the two’ 


great substances that have a direct elfect upon 
all the soils of Georgia, and are the only ele- 
ments of true value for general use. 

They are known to trade as ammonia and 
phosphoric acid. 

We will consider the last subject first. 

It was jormerly supposed that a supply of 
this substance for agricuitural use could on 
be obtained from animal bones, and when the 
farmers of the south commenced using com- 
mercial fertilizers this supply was at once ex- 
hausted and has been for many yeurs. The 
supply of phosphoric acid from animal bones 

-ard tish compose such a small per cent 
of this substance as sold to the farmers of 
Georgia in commercial fertilizers that it is not 
necessary to consider them. Some years since 
it was discovered that a certain kind of rock 
on the sea coast of South Carolina contained 
phosphoric acid and that by grinding it very 
fine and mixing this powdered rock with about 
an equal amount of sulphuric aeid the phos- 
phoric acid in the reck .became available as 
plant food and had a direct effect upon vege- 
tation. Companies were formed, large build- 
ines were erected for the purpose of grinding 
this phosphatic rock, and manufacturing sul- 
phuric acid, and an article of commerce was 
made and is now being manufactured on an 
imimeuse seale known as acid phosphate. 

i have been through some of these factories 
and have examined with care the process by 
which acid phosphate is made, 

The manufactories vary in their mode of 
grinding the rock and applying the sulphuric 
acid, but it is all made about the same way, of 
nearly equal parts of each substance and, for 
all practical purposes, so far as the 
concerned, the various brands of acid phos- 
phate of commerce are about the same in value 
to him. 

When this fertilizer first came into notice, 
and for many years, it Was sold to the Georgia 
farmers atan immense increase over the cost 
of manufacture, the price being from thirty to 
fifty dollars per ton. It was impossible for 
the farmer to know or calculate 
iis actual value ; he was still 
striving to better his condition, and this was 
held out as aray of hope, and it was purchased 
eagerly by all classesesot farmers, Asthesame 
manufactories who at this time sold acia phos- 

yhate at the time mentioned, aud are now sell- 

ing it at from $12 to $14 per ton, and I under- 
stand they are still in a prosperous condition, 
their former protits can c easily understood, 
Immense fortunes were made by the manufac- 
turers, but the money thus drawn from agri- 
culture kept the farmer poor. ‘he return to 
him was not equivalent to the expenditure.

With this dhgre ssion, | proceed tothe Cone 
sideration of acid phosphate. This substance 
forms the base, or shoald do so, of all commer. 
cial fertilizers soid in this state. There is no 
other supply of phosphoric acid to be obtained, 
and it is required by the agricultural depart- 
ment that all complete fertilizers sold as such 
should have acertain percent of phosphoric 
acid. The other important element that hasa 
po’ erful direct eiTect upan all 
of the soil of this state is a form of nitrogen 
called ammonia. 

This substance is obtained generally by the 
manufacturers of commercial fertilizer in this 
and adjoining states from cotton seed meal, 

\ ealt kKuown + AN suipt ate of ainmonia is 
some times nsed, verv rarely, a mineral salt 
known as nitrate of soda or nitrate .of potash 
or dried animal blood and some times from 
other substances, but I have ennmerated al!

I take for example a brand of fertilizers 
manufactured near Atlanta called Gossypium 
phosho. This brand is taken because it is 
about equal to the best sold in the state and 
is composed when made “the best’’ of about 
two-thirds acid phosphate and one-third cot- 
ton seed meal. There is sometimes 
potash put in it but this simply 
cheapens it and detracts from its value in the 
country where it 1s generally used. I trust the 
proprieters of this good fertilizer will not object 
tomy taking their fertilizer as an example and 
telling what it is composed of. On ino! ing at 
it, the appearance of the acy, indicates 
the two snbstances of which I speak, and on 
juguiry of an eminent chemist who analyzed 
it, he so informed me that such were the com- 
ponent parts ofit. Very probably a little sul- 
phate of ammo or other mixture that 
amounts to very little or nothing, may be put 
in it ‘‘as a matter of business.”’ I feel assured 
that I can myself in a very short time mix a 
ton of fertilize? upon any good floor or hard earth 
containing two-thirds of acid phosphate and 
one-third of cottonseed meal and give it a fair 
test by the side of Gossypium Phospho, and 
the result. would be about the same. Not- 
withstanding the immense results that are 
published as obtained. from this fertilizer, | 
feel confident that the result would be as I 
have stated, on the theory that like produces 
like. Now I come to the pith of this matter, 
which is, that too high a price has been, and 
is atthistime, charged the farmer for com- 
mercial fertilizers. [ expect to demonstrate 
this very simply by giving the market price of- 
the materials that constitute a first-class fer 
tilizer and show that the price charged is too 
high, not to mention such a large class of fer- 
tilizers that do not come up to this standard. 

A ton of fertilizer equal in practical results 
to the best fertilizer sold can be made by any 
farmer by taking a sack of acid phosphate 
(240 pounds) and a sack of cotton seed meal 


allowed secret 
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(100 pounds) and mixing them together with 
an ordinary hoe. A good hand can mix easily 
a couple of tons or more of these two substances 
upon a plank or hard earth floorinaday. The 
cost of this mixing is not over twenty-five cents 
per ton, and it can be done as well and be 
equally as effective as if done with any of the 
machines used by the manutacturers of fertili- 
zers. I know of no reason why the cost of this 
inixing should be any greater to the fertiltizer 
company than it weuld be to the farmer, but it 
ought to be less as they. have better facilities 
for this work. 

A ‘ton of 2,000 pounds of cotton secd meal 
can be purchased from the mills in the various 
portions of the state at this time for twenty- 
two dollars per ton or ope and one-tenth cents 
per pound. 

Acid phosphate has made a general advance 
this season as have also other commercial fer- 
tilizers. Butit can be purchased and deliv- 
ered at about fifteen or sixteen dollars ter ton. 

Estimating the acid phosphate at j of a cent 
per pound, we will find that this material in a 
ton of fertilizer will amount to 1,366 pounds 
at § of a cent per pound, making $10.23. The 
cotton seed meal 666 pounds at 1 1-10 cents per 
pound equals $7.32, by adding them both to- 
gether we will find the cost of a material of 
such a fertilizer will be $17.55, to which add 
25 cents per ton for mixing, and to this add 20 
cents per ton for loss, and we have $15 cash 
that represents the cost of a fertilizer equal 
to the best in market. Iam put at great dis- 
advantage in comparing such a ton of fertilizer 
with that usually sold in the market by reason 
of the superior and costly materials of which 
itis composed. Nearly all of the fertilizers 
sold in Georgia are mixed with a cheap salt 
called kainit, worth generally less than twelve 
dollars per ton. Sometimes cheaper substances 
are used and asma!ll amount of some costly 
material of more value, such as sulphate of 
ammonia, or dried blood is added, to givescent 
to the fertilizer, but the amount is so small 
until it amounts to very little practically. 

Such a fertilizer as I have mentioned would 
give a good result under the chemist’s tests in 
the department of agriculture. 

In this connection I come now to the protec- 
tion that is given to the farmer by the check 
held overthe fertilizer. manufactories by the 
department of agriculture. 

Under the present rules a small sample con- 
taining less than a pound of a certain brand of 
fertilizer is taken by a trusty person from a 
bulk of many tons of material, and this sam- 
ple thus obtained is sent to the state chemist, 
and by him analyzed and the ingredients of 
ammonia, phosphoric acid, potash and lime 
are deterimined from tats sample. A valueis 
placed upon each of these substances by the 
department,and thus the value of the fertil- 
izer is judged of by the department. 

Some years since I was in the laboratory of 
the state chemist at Atlanta. He very 
kindly consented to illustrate to 
me how ihe component parts of the atoms 
of fertrlizers before him were determined. 

[Tam notachemist, but being ‘university 
bred’’ I could in some measure comprehend 
that which he wished to explain tome. I was 
unfavorably impressed with the deductions 
that were arrived at, as it appears to me that 
it was impossible for the chemist to determine 
the exact value of the results from which he 
was arriving at certain conclusions. For he 
was ignorant of the materials of which the 
fertilizer was made, whose sample he was ex- 
amining—a knowledge I think he ought to 
have possessed. 

Be this as it may be, I 


do not think the 
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it buys from the merchants. This is trying to 
hold both « nda of the stake,” etc. 

Every one knows that the merchant has had 
the bitap the farmer’s mouth ever since the 
war. all! hold all the reins, and make them 
pull ip to the tune of fifty cenfs to one doilar 
and fifty cents on every thing that they buy on 
time. 

Wien a farmer carries a load of cotton to 
market he has to pay fifty cents for weighing 
each bale—take their weights and their price. 

learried ten pounds of butter to Macon 
once and sold it to amerchant. He weighed 
the butter and said there was only eight anda 
half pounds. and paid fo. that mach. I benght 
ten pounds of lard from him and paid him his 

rice; when I arrived home I weighed the 
lard, and there was only eight and a half 
pounds of it: 

That’s holding “both ends of the stake.”’ 
The merchant has his way about everything 
that he sells or buys froma farmer, and will 
have as Jong as the farmer makes nothing but 
cotton. If the farmers would stop buying 
guanoand other things that they could do 
without, and raise everything on their farms, 
they would be the most independent péople on 
this green earth.

WHY WE ARE POOR. 


In all inhabited couniries where there is no 
internal improvement, you will find ignorance 
‘and poveriy among the massgss. It is even 80 
in states, counties and communiises. Our 
county (Hart) has made but little substantial 
or permament improvement since the war. 
We built a little railroad a few years ago,. but 
it and its profits soon passed into other hands. 
We have one little town or village rather. and 
we have hard work to get enough lumber to 
keep it repaired. We have the largest school 
building in northeast Georgia, but our enter- 
prise was larger than our purse, so we haven't 
finished it. We have-several corn milis in the 
county but our cribs are so far off, that we 
don't keep them running regular. 
We have but little use for 
wheat mills for we are not going to 
be at the trouble of raising wheat and patron- 
izing home industries, when we ean send our 
money abroad to build up other people and 
other countrics. 

Our hillside farms are streaked with gulleys, 
and our level lands are dotted with puny little 
cotton stalks. Sometimes a man can finda 
tolerable good farm house, but generally they 
are nothing but huts, inconvenient, uncom- 
fortable, and unhealthy. Same old one-horse 
plows, scratching along round the stumps, and 
among the rocks, like our daddies did forty 
yearsago. Lotsof men and women in our 
county who can’t read or write. Qneof our 
doctors said that one of his patients, a half- 
grown lad, didn’t know that Jesus Christ died 
for sinners. Oh, yes! we have some nice, in- 
telligent and enterprising people, but 
few of them are among the agricultural classes. 
This is a deplorable condition, We want 
to get out of it. We intend to get out. 
We dress plain, live hard and work from 
“early morn till dewy eve.’’ Listen! We 
spend about $50,000 a year for commercial fer- 
tilizers, more than $250,000 annually for pro- 
visions, goods, horses, mules, etc. Al! this 
money is made on our farms and sent out of 
cur county and most of it out of our state. If 
the amount we send off for guano was spent in 
educating our children, our condition would 
be better in every Fe. ge We have used 
guano until our old lands are exhausted and 
almost worthless. You can find a new clearing 
at almost every farm. Wehave twice asmuch 
cleared land as we can properly cultivate or 
manure. I expect that our county is one 
of the healthiest spots on earth; our 
upland is poor, but susceptible of 
a very high state of cultivation. 
We have enough water power to run all the 
factories in New England, and yet we have 
only one small factory that spins cotton 
thread. I forgot we have one vest pocket 
wool factory that cards enough wool (when it 
can get it) to Knit the neighbors’ socks. We 
can count our dogs by thousands and our sheep 
by.dozens. Thenumber of land owners are 
growing delightfully small and beautifully 
less: the number of tenants and renters re- 
markably large and deplorably numefous. 
Every tenant or renter who won’t buy a small 


farm ought to be taxed $25 a vear, and every“ 


large iand owner who won’t sell him a few 
acres of land at a reasonable price oughi to be 
taxed 8100 a year. No man ought to be 
allewed to buy and hold land for speculation. 
Every family ought to have a home; it is neec- 
essary to prosperity and happiness. We need 
about 500 intelligent ewigrant farmers, with 
new methods and improved farm implements. 
I saw an ‘‘Acme harrow’’ in town today, and 


| it looked like a “‘stranger in the city.”

£2.70, we have $20.70 asatulland fair cash 
price for a ton of commercial fertilizer, to 
which add10 percent foreight months of 
credit, makinga full credit price of $22.70. 
The prices charged are so much in excess of 
this and are so well Known that 1 will not dis- 
cuss therm. 

If possible, the farmer should buy the mate- 
rials and manufacture his fertilizers himself; 
if not practicable, he should not pay over the 
anrount for them as above set forth. 

Isaw statedin THe ConsTiTUTION a few 
days since that a manufactory of fertilizers at 
Americus, Ga., had last year declared a divi- 
dend of 92 per cent updn their year’s business. 
If this is true, and 1 have noreason to doubt 
it. is not the statement appalling ? 

Is this a fair example? 

I trust not. 

It appears that a company of men manufact- 
ure a compound, the materials of which are 
unknown to the man who buys it, and from 
which they can pay their expenses and declare 
a dividend of 92 percent. This fora substance 
with which the farmeristo manure the soil 
upon the product of which we all live. 

is it Strange that the towns are prosperous 
when such dividends flow to it’s citizens from 
the product of the soil? Can any farmer de- 
clare such a dividend, or the half, or the fourth 
of it, from his business’ I know notthe name 
ofa singie member of this manufactory, or 
any other similar faetory. But such a profit 
is wrong--an evil—a shame. :

Upon these two articles I beg 
permission to make a few comments. 

In my opinion, Colonel Fort has sounded 
the kev note as the chief cause of the 
acknowledged depression of the farming 
When he places, as it were in 
parallel columns, the ‘untidy, tumble-down 
appearance of the average farmer’s premises, 
on the oue hand and on the other—the com- 
fort, the beanty and the elegance of the homes 
of the city folks, whom he rightly character- 
izes aS representatives of the trading classes. 
And when he goes onto tel! you what you 
kuow to be true, that a very large proportion 
—nearly all, in fact—of the profits of the 
country has to be dug out of the soil by the 
farmers, he puts you ina position to answer 
very promptly and very confidentiy the ques- 
tion, ‘‘Whvarethe farming interests so de- 
pressed.’” Namely—'*loo much of the profits 
have gone into the hands of the merchants 
and trading classes generally, and too little 
has remained inthe handsof the farmers.”’ 
Why this is so I do not propose to inquire very 
particularly just now. It will be sufficient to 
say that men who have money have it in their 
power to make their demands, and men with- 
out money must submit, or else forego the 
assistance they feel compelled to seek. True, 
these monied fellows, like Bob Toombs’s negro 
in the army, very often tell you, “if you don’t 
like the price, Just pour it back in the jug’: 
but whena fellow is real thirsty, 
back in the jug’ is about 
thing he wants to do. Still, 
chance to remedy the evils of our 
condition pouring

classes,

Your corres- 
pondent further charges that ‘the alliance bas 
broken thousands of ‘country merchants, and 
thereby diniinished competition, the only safe- 
guard against high prices and unjust treat- 
ment.”’ Ifthe alliance has broken any body, 
bere one alliance man that 
sorry. And as to competition, 
competition, any sensible farmer will agree 
that it isa good thing and ought Mainly to 
he encouraged. Fiat it looks to the average 
farmer—if this unworthy scribe is an average 
one—as if the trustsand combfnations of which 
we hear and some of which we feel so sensibly, 
hare put competition so far out of the q Nes. 
tion that nothing short of a counter @mbina- 
tion on our part can protect us from even 
heavier oppressions in the future. The alli- 
ance has therefore sought to protect itself in 
several ways, but in no way has it ever sought 
to injure others. In some places they have 
asked merchants to make bids for the coneen- 
trated trade of alliance men and have selected 
those who have made the best offers. In other 
laces, where merchants have refused to ake 
vids, or the bids, if made, have been regarded 
as not liberal enough, they have undertaken 
to run co-operative stores. And in one place 
the allianee asked the warehouse men to fix 
their scale of prices for handling cotton, agree- 
ing that if the prices were sufficiently liberal, 
no selection should be made, but 
tiiance men should be free to patronize the 
one they liked best. .This was done, the 
prices were regarded as liberal and the ware- 
houses areindiscriminately patronized by al- 
liance men. 

some mistakes have doubtless been made, 
others probably will be made, butit seem to 
this writerthat if the alliance, the good men 
of the alliance, will stick together and act in 
conceris; the profits of our combined enter- 
prizes, merchants, inanufacturers, bankers, 
farmers and all, may become more equitably 
distributed and the farmers who seems to be 
the only unprosperous man in the catalogue 
may in time get into a. position where some 
protits will stick to him. 

[n conclusion I make this proposition with- 
out the fear of sudcessful contradiction, to wit: 
If the average farmer of Georgia, had in his 
pocket today, all the money he has paid out 
over and above what would have given @ fair 
profit tothe dealers with whom he has traded, 
he, the average farmer, would be able 
to pay-all his debts and beside that 
lie would “be able to pay cash for whatever he 
has to buy for ranning his farm this year. 

If the Alliance or any other instrumentality 
can succeed in equalizing the profits hereafter, 
this state of things, so devoutedly to be prayed 
for, will materialize, and the average farmer 
in a few years be out of death, have money to 
pay cash for his purchases, and be prosperous.

HOLLAND'S DYING KING: 
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Something of the Story of His Eventful 
Career. 

Lonpon, February %.—Asthe king of the 
Netherlands nears his end, the stories of a 
month ago concerning events likely to follow 
his demise are revived. ‘There is again talk of 
anew map of Euroyge—Germany absorbing 
Holland, France taking in Belgium, Austria 
the troublesome Balkan states, fand Russia 
securing her long-coveted outlet to the sea in 
the south. Politicians are now pondering 
how long this préspective change is going to be 
delayed and what effect the Dutch succession 
is likely to have upon the situation. Much 
will depend upon the selection to be made by 
the queen regent of a husband for the young 
princess, who will ascend to the throne upon 
the death of the king. It -is the belief that 
the queen mother has German proclivities, but 
some say that by choosing an English husband 
the autonoiny of Holland might be preserved. 
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A strangely uneventful life had heen his. 
Succeeding his father shortly after the outbreaks in 
1848, he had lived much atter the fashion of Beran- 
ge:’s ‘‘King of Yvetot.’’ He had constructed a 
canal at Haarlem. He hacrallowed his quiet Dutch 
subjects to enact many quiet Duteh laws‘ for their 
own behoof. He had seen his troops fight an o-ea~ 
sional skirmish at Borneo or in some distant colony. 

And in his private capacity he had abandoned 
himself to the delight of music, good cheer, and 
choiee feminine company. 

His subjécts regard him witha kindof awe. He 
once worked with them day and night at the break- 
ing of the dikes; and from that moment the loyaity 
of Hans and Jan, the farmers, rose to something ap 
prouching cnthusiasm. The nobility are not so 
friendly. Latterly their coldness has been marked. 

The king's favorite haunt was in the woods near 
the Hague. Here many of tie trees bore the names 
of kings or emperors; others of the German electors. 
One beech had the fame of being planted by the 
Grand Pensionary and poet, Jacob Katz: three 
others by the countess of Holland, Jacqueline of 
Bavaria. Even Voltaire has here left his reeord in 
the Jegend of some gallant adventure with the 
daughter of a barber. 

[In the heart of the wood is hidden a royal palace, 
called the ‘Forest House,”’ built in 1617 by the 
Princess Amelia de Solens in honor of her husband, 
the Stadtholder I’rederick Henry. 

In this Forest House there is an octagon hall, 
covered from floor to ceiling with pictures by the 
most celebrated artist of the Rubens school, There 
isaroom full of precious presents from the em. 
peror of Japan, the viceroy of Egypt, and the Exust 
india company. 

The king has always been regarded rather asa 
stadtholder than aking, he being, at bottom, a re- 
publican. He would wake speecies at public ban- 
cuets like an ordinary minister. Atthe Harue he 
would enter the cafes and talk with the gossing, 
in the forest ihe late queen wonid sit down ona 
bench with some poor woman and chat all day. 

The seat of the caurt is at the Hague; but the 
king would pass x great part of the summer at his 
eastie in Gueldres, and would gO once every year to 
Amsterdam. The people say that there is a statute 
which obliges the king to pass ten days in every 
year at the municipality’s expense in Amsterdam. 
When the clock strikes noon on the eleventh day 
his majesty lightsa match for his cigar, and this is 
at hisown charge. 

Today all bas changed. The firat wife is dead, 
The crown prince is dead, The second son is dead. 
The democratic old uncle is dead. The stiff-necked 
old aunt is dead, The generation has passed awey,

The race problem is spreading, I wish that 
about one-third of the negroes would wp 
there and about one-fourth of their good people 
would come down here, that would fix things 
about right and make everything harmonious 
and homogenens far as the pale face ure 
concerned. But what would become of the 
negro. Ask Felicity—ask Marion. 

Lhe counnon people of this conntry have no 
ove for the negro and the negro has no love for 
them. They are in each others way. The poorest 
white man feels his inborn superiority and the 
negro will not acknowledge it. He respects a 
rich man or a notable man or a judge or an of- 
fieer and will do his bidding with humility. In 
tact he loves to wait upon and serve him and 
be dependent upon him, but there isa deep 
seated hostility between the white yeomanrs 
of this landand the negro. It crops out in 
every conflict between the races when an out- 
rage is committed by a negro the common peo- 
ple are the most eager to pursue and lynch him. 
Here are a dozen large farms in one neighbor. 
hood that are cultivated by negro tenants. 
Interspersed among these farms are many 
sinaller ones that are owned or rented by poor 
white men. Theig land is poor, their stock 
poor, and they live on a strain and do not get 
ahead, but more generally fall behind. They see 
that the rich man who accumulates makes his 
money off of negro labor, for the negro will 
live inaleaky cabin, and eat his cornbread 
aud fat meat, aud sleepon the tloor with his 
head to the fire, and he will sing and laugh 
and joke and play cards, and if he is hard run, 
will step over to the poor man’s habitation and 
gently lifta chicken off the roost, or he will 
go to his cotton field with a hamper and fill it 
from the pen, or to his fodder stack and extraet 
afew bundles. The poor man misses his prop- 
erty and knows thatsome infernal darky stole 
it, and he generally spots the very nigger, but 
can’t quite prove it. The white farmer 
who live in a negro neigh bor- 
hood has to ~—_ fortify against lim 
allthe time, and he hates him for the 
darky ishard to catch. He hates him, too, for 
the same reason that tbe native laborers in 
California hate the Chinese. He is in the 
way. The poor white man would like to rent 
better land, but the wealthy landlord prefers 
the negro because he is more easily managed 
and is content with less and can be settied 
with at the close of the year without friction, 
He aiways comes out in debt and does not care 
so he can stay and draw his supplies, and will 
set in for another crop without the slightest 
concern for the debt he carries over. A few 
dollars for Christmas anda jug of whisky is 
the measure of his ambition. Of course there 
are exceptioua! cases, but what I have written 
applies to the average negro cropper of this 
region. Ihave had negro tenants to whom ] 
was atiached and so was my family. Onur 
children delighted to go to their cabins and 
hear their stories about ghosts and witches 
and jack-o’lanterns. and they were all at- 
tached to the children and humored them, and 
sometimes would go a mile ortwoin the 
night and steal watermelons or peaches or ap- 
ples and divide with them and no «questions 
asked, and they would steal from me and di- 
vide with other negroes, but theynevor took 
much at a time and had no malice afore- 
thought. They do not call it stealing. ~Their 
simple idea is that you have gotit to spare and 
won’t miss it, or if 
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if vou do miss it you have got 
plenty of moneyto buy more. Itisa kind of 
fair divide wid de white folks. They are like 
the original Bill Arp, who, one dark night 
when he was on guard dnrtyat Joe Johnston’s 
tent, stole the general’s jug of apple brandy 
from under his cot. He took about half of 
and put the jug back where he gotit and said 
he would ‘‘tote fa’r with the genral.”’ On one 
eceasion when I remonstrated with our cook 
for taking so much flour and lard, she smiled 
and said ‘‘you.don’t miss what little I takes.” 
If they ever do have to make an exodus from 
this couutry I don’t believe they will sieal 
any more before they gothan did the Jews 
from the Egyptians. 

The negro is a good natured, 
friendly creature, with but little 
and mo nerves—not enough conscience 
sue himor annoy him. ‘Conscience 
cowards of us all’? does not apply to hiin. 
can sleep just as weil after acrime as before. 
provided there 1s no one on his track. Heisa 
natural born coward, and the south has no fear 
of any insurrection that they would plan, for 
they would not dare to execute it. When the 
malignants of the north want them to begin 
the work of cranage they will hawe to come 
down and lead them. ‘This they will never do, 
ior it is a law of human nature that a malig- 
nant man is a coward too, so [reckon we are 
safe. Our enemies had better give the matter 
up and let the negro alone. His vote is not 
needed now. Jdon’t think that it ever will 
be, for I believe that a new line of battle will 
be drawn that will involve something more 
than offices and spoils—aline that will divide 
the north as well as the solid south. Let it 
come, fer there will be no national peace until 
this sectional strife is broken up by new issues. 

Now here another how! about the killing 
of Clayton, and the whole south is held re- 
sponsible. And for what? Because a man 
was killed in Arkansas—killed on account of 
politics. That seems to be the special horror. 
Well, what is politics but a mass of corruption 
and over reaching and bribery and intrigue. 
Why is a political murder any worse than any 
other murder. Dident a lot of saloonkeepers 
murder a temperance preacher in Ohio just be- 
cause his preaching threatened their business. 
We made no-fuss about that. We never call 
the north to account. We left it tothat com- 
munity toavenge his death, and they did it, 
And lreckon Mr. Chandler and Co, had bet- 
ter leave the Clayton murder to Arkansas. 

They area good people, and will attend to 
their own affairs in theirown way. It is very 
easy to stand away off and preach and threaten, 
but our folks have got uscd to that, and are 
just going along and attending to their own 
business. I will remark, howe, that it 
wouldn’t strain our people to wish that it had 
been Chandler instead of Clayton—not that we 
want anybody killed, but somehow or other 
whenever one of our northern enemies die 
even our best Christians exclaim: ‘‘The Lord 
gave and the Lord has taken away—blessed be 
the name ofthe Lord.” Bice ARP.

She cast one tlashing glance 
at the officers, and then looked around the 
room until her eyes feil upon a young Ameri- 
can captain, a Missourian, who had accompan- 
ied General Jo Shelby’s expedition to Mexico 
after the break-up of the confederacy. The 
American arose from his seat, bowed to the 
princess, and, without a word from or to her, 
walked over to the table where the Freneh 
otlicers were sitting. 

‘Sou have insuited ny countrywomen,”’ he 
said, ‘‘you will answer to me for it.”’ 

This was enough. The preliminaries were 
arranged immediately. At sunrise next” 
morning the Frenchman paid with his life for 
his brutal jest. 

When Maximilian, to show his confidence 
in the native allies, secretly left the city of 
Mexico, and, with a handful of his foxefen 
forces, marched to Wuerctaro, ho left most of 
his staff behind. Frince salar Salm learned 
of the departure, liurried out of the city and 
joined the expedition in spite of ihe emperor's 
remonstrances. ‘The priucess was left at the 
capitai. A few weeks later the city of Mexice 
was besieged by the liberals under General 
Porfirio Diaz, who is now~ president of the re- 
public. wimile Maximilian and the troops he 
had taken with him were shut up in (Jueretare 
by General Escobedo and another liberal army. 
(-nder these desperate circumstances the Prin- 
Salm Salm showed what was in her 
by ib series of daring exploits, 
When the garrison in the © city had 
been reduced to mule neat, and littie of thet, 
she wentout with a tiag of truce to General 
Diaz. whose headquarters were at Guadaiupe, 
and endeavored to arrange terms of capitula- 
tion, under which the lives of the emperor and 
those committed to his canse should be spared. 
While on this mission she was twice fired 
upon. She was made a prisoner, her offense 
being that while trying to arrange an hapor- 
able surrender, she distributed alms to some 
wounded Austrians confined at Chapultepec. 
When she was released it was with the unders 
standing that she would at once leave the coun- 
try, and with this view a passport was given her 
by the liberal general. But instead of making 
her way to the border she started for the in- 
terior, accoinpanied only by a Mexican maid, 
and, although the -conntry was overrun with 
cucrrillas and bandits, she reached San Luis 
Potosi, then the headquarters of Juarez, the 
liberal president. Repeatedlv refused an audi- 
ence, and almost driven from the door, she at 
last reached Jaurez and presented her plea 
that her emperor and her husband nought be 
spared. Queretaro had just been captured, 
and the emperor, Salm Salm, and the imperial 
forces were prisoners. Juarez would give ho 
promise. Then it was the equestrian prowess 
of the princess he!ped her out. She rode horse- 
back across the wild country to Queretaro and 
distanced the courier who was carrying the 
order from Juarez that Maximilian and hig 
generals, Miramon and Mejia, shonid be tried 
by a secret court martial, 

The princess devoted herself to the imme- 
diate comfort of the emperor and his gener- 
als. She found Escobedo more approachable 
than Juarez had been. She secured the re- 
moval of the prisoners to comfortable quarters 
in the Convent la Capuchina, and obtained for 
them clothes, bedding and provisions. The 
notification of animmediate court-martial was 
received. All night the emperor. the prince 
and the others most interested discugsed the 
Situation. Early in the morning the princess

lefton horseback again making the perilous trip 
to San Lnis. She carrieda letterto Jnarez beg- 
ging for three weeks’ delay and for permission 
tosend tothe City of Mexico that the Prussian 
ininister and two celebrated attorneys might 
come to Queretaro and look after the em- 
peror’s defense. ‘The plea was tie subject ofa 
stormy debate in the cabinet of Juarez, but 
the conclusion was favorable. The princess 
started back the same evening, rode all night, 
and before the end of the next day the answer 
was in Maximilian’s hands. The attorneys 
and minister came to (jueretaro, and the de- 
fense was prepared. But it proved to be only 
a matter of form. Maximilian, Miranron and 
Mejia were convicted and ordered shot. The 
offenses were treason and the violation of the 
Monroe doctrine. Juarez and his cabinet con- 
ferred, and ordered the execution for the Mth 
of June, 1867. The princess set ont once 
more for San Luis, the Prussian minister go- 
ing with her. Arguments, entreaty and turcats 
were alike useless. Juarez refused te miti- 
gate the sentence. princess fidally #e- 
cured a reprieve of three days, to give the 
emperor tine to arrange his worldly affairs. 
Late at night she arrived im ()ueretare, and 
vent at once tothe convent. Salm Saim was 
with tite ensperor, as he had beey almost con- 
stantly since the capture, Thetwo had been 
school-fellows together. hey had been teik- 
ing af the efforts of the princess, and the eim- 
peror Was weeping at the recital of her acts of 
devotion to his interests. There was heard @ 
female voice without. The princess rushed im 
and was clasped in her husband’s She 
whispered to him, then turned and fell at the 
emperor's feet, bursting into tears. Maximilian 
stooped and raised ber, imprinted kiss on 
her forehéad and said, consolingly 

“T know the worst, dear lady, by your face. 
Never can i be sufficiently grateful fer yeur 
devoted kindness, which deserved a worthier 
object and a more successful issue: but never 
mind—don't weep: it is all for the best.”’ 

He placed her in her husband's arms and 
turned away. 

On the night before the execation Prinses 
Salm Salm arranged a plot fer the escape ¢ 
the emperor.. It was discovered. The prince 
was removed from the emperor's presence 
thrown intoa dark dungeon. The princess 
was forcibly put ont of Queretaro: And she is 
the woman who now finds delight in her gar- 
den, and calls herself ‘the seed beggar." --

“The Giddy Gusher’ in Her Literary 
Work—Notes and News of the Stage.

New York, February %.— Bohemia—that 
blessed abode where people are a3 God 
made them, where alithat is best in their na- 
ture crops out, is seen and is appreciated, and 
where men and women are judged by their 
true vorth—Bohemia is crushed by a great 
grief. One ofthe most brilliant flowers in 
this garden of genius has been plucked by the 
unseen hand of the destroyer— Death! 

The “Giddy Gusher’’ is dead. 

To thousands upon thousands of Americans 
that death means the deepest sorrow. She bad 
friends almost without number and the gay 
Thespians with whom her lot was cast regarded 
her the guardian angel of their guild; then 
there were others—many others—who,knowing 
her through her writings, learned to love her. 

Mary Hewins.Fiske, as she was in private 
life, was a truly remarkable woman. It would 
be imposbible in so short a sketch to tell of 
her life, replete as it was with 80 
much of the dramatic, and it would require 
her own rare git of expression to give any- 
thing like an adequate tribute to her genius 
and her goodness. 

She tad both. This was shown by every- 
thing she wrote. In every line could be seen 
the intensely sympathetic nature, the noble 
impulses of the great-hearted woman 
who loved aH that was good in 
life, and whose championship of the 
weak and down-trodden was as beautiful 
as it was honest and hearty. It was through 
the columns of the Mirror where her thoughts 

appeared over that curious nom de pluie, 
which is known from one end of the country 
tothe other, thatshe was best known to the 
reading public. But this is only a very 
small portion. of the sum total. 
One of her latest productions was 
that truly exccilent play, “Philip Herne.’’ 
She was at work upon Another play and was 
full of brilliant ideas for it when her brilliant 
life was cut short. 

It has been written of her that she was 
blind to nothing but the faults ef her friends. 
To her friends she was ever loyal, and her 
great heart went out to them in the hour of 
their trials. 

One of the most touching of all the beautiful 
thoughts which emanated from her pen was 
ae beyond this heartache and headache we call 
living there is any reward for the dwellers on earth, 
the crown must rest on that golden head that never 
conceived an evil thing; the palm must reach that 
gentle. generous hand that was helpfuland open to 


all, 
She was wont to quote from Ingersoli, who 


Was ever a great friend of hers, his eloquent 
words upon the death of a friend: 

“The golden bridge of life from gloom 
emerges and no shadow rests. We ges, we 
wait, we hope, because over the cradle Nature 
bends and’siniles and loy ingly above the dead 
in benediction holds her outstretched hands.’’ 

She died as she would have died—gently, 
quietly. She died as she wrote of Eliza 
so sos oc A “‘Fainter and fainter came the 
failing breat : and Siytena the early night as 
peaceful as : b iby’s sleep, death stole upon 
her, re leasing as pure a spirit as ever dwelt in 
a woman’s heart.’ 

But nobody can write as Colonel Ingersoll 
can speak. With tears in his eyes, he said 
over her grave: ‘She wrote lines that leap 
with laughter and words that were wet with 
tears. She gave us quaint thoughts and say- 
ings filled with the ‘pert and nimble spirit of 
mirth.’ Her pages were ilecked with sun- 
shine and shadow, and ji 
were the pulse and 
life. Her heart went out to all the wretched 
in this weary world, and yet she seemed as 
joyous as though grief and death were naught 

ut words. She wept where others wept, but 
in her own misfortunes found the food of hope. 
She cared for the tomorrow of others, but not 
for herown. She lived fortoday. * * * * # 
She praised al! generous deeds, applauded the 
struggling, and even those who failed. She 

itied the poor, the forsaken, the friendless. 
Ko one could fall below her pity, no one could 
wander beyond the circumference of her sym- 
pathy. Toher there were no outcasts—they 
were victims.” 

And soshe is gone. The people of the stage 
feel that in her death they have lost more than 
a champion—they have lost a friend who was 
a friend in the truest sense of the word. Her 
life has indeed been one for geod.

feet of foam oyera quite calm water; the south, 
uperstitious, idolatrous, forgetting its gods in the 
whirl of living, yet coming back to the prayers of 
its childhood in moments of illness or peril; last 
and above all, the south, with its great character- 
istic of the race, imagination, which never man of 
action had so vast or intense’ as Napoleon,

ty special request the family of the late Mr. 
Richard Peters have allowed Tur ConstTitTu- 
TION to print the following extracts 
from personal reminiscences which 
fell from his lips with the sim- 
plicity of a conversation.and were written down 
by his daughter, Mrs. Black, from time to time 
during the summer of 1887. 

There is not an uninteresting line in these 
reminiscences, and by their publication many 
facts of local and general interest are thus 
preserved. 


I was born in Germantown, a suburb of 
Philadelphia, in the year 1810, on the 10th of 
November. My father’s name was Ralph 
Peters—my mother’s Catherine Conyngham. 
She was a noble, self-sacrificing woman, de- 
voted to her children, to whom sne gave her 
entire life. Her father was David H. Conyng- 
ham, from Dublin, Ireland, and was a strong 
Episcopalian. The family were originally 
Scotch and came over to the north of Ireland 
about the date of the battle of the Boyne. 

The Conynghams were in some way related 
to the Plunketts in Ireland and have the same 
coat of arms as the Marquis of Conynglham, ‘‘a 
shock of hay in a field surmounted by a fork; 
the motto: ‘Over, fork over.’ ”’ The legend 
being that an ancestor, a maiden, was working 
in a fleld when King Charles was trying to es- 
cape, and with her fork she covered him with 
hay, thus savying his life. Itis claimed that 
the Conynghams were descended from one of 
the numerous kings of Ireland.

My father, Ralph Peters, a very handsome 
man, was educated as a merchant, and for 
many years sailed as supercargo for Stephen 
Girard of Philadelphia. <As a tinancier he was 
not asuccess. He started business for himself 
by sending a vessel to China for teas, undera 
supercargo, one of the Biddle family of Phila- 
islokia. who neglected his business, and al- 
lowed the Chinese to cheat him with willow 
leaves. That one voyage ruined him, and he 
remained broke the balance of his life and was 
supported by his father. 

My grandfather, Judge Richard Peters, 
of Philadelphia, is so well known 
in the annals of his country 
that I scarce need speak of him here. As the 
cotemporary of George Washington, secretary 
of war under his administration and jiidge of 
the United States district court of Philadel- 
phia until the time of his death, the year 1858, 
his name was honored and revered. His witti- 
cisms were celebrated, and we have a manu- 
script containing a number of his jokes. 
He owned thousands of acres of land in 
Clearfield county, in the oil and = coal 
regions of Pennsylvania. Paying taxes on 
these lands kept him poor all his life, and at 
his death his * ms allowed them to be sold for 
taxes. If they had been held, the Peters fami- 
ly would have been the richest in America. 

My father rented a farm of 
acres, called the bull farm, now 
in the center of West Philadelphia 
on the Lancaster turnpike, adjoining the land 
of the late Ilall Poweli. Itis now densely 
him a cent. 

My father moved his family to Wilkesbarre, 
early in 1821; his household goods he sent by 
wagon and the family traveled in a covered 
juarket wagon, making the journey in three 
days. VYe lived there for about three 
years and I attended school at the acad- 
emy. I made good progress in mathematics 
but despised Latin, and the only ‘“‘licking”’ 
that my father ever gave me was for failing to 
learn my Latin lesson. He struck me two or 
three times with a whip chord that J had in 
my povket, and then apologized and would not 
let we goin swimming that day for fear the 
boys would see the marks on iny back. - I sup- 
pose I deserved thrashing very often, but this 
isthe only time [ remember receiving this 
punishment. 

About the year 1525 or ’24 my father removed 
his family to Bradford county, where he had 
built a large frame house and had 150 acres of 
newly cleared land. 

This was one of his creat errors in life. He 
bought the place we settled on but never paid 
for it, when he should have settled on my 
grandiather’s land, about ten miles distant. 
We had no neighbors of education or retine- 
ment nearer than fifteen miles, and no 
schouls of any kind. At this 
time our family consisted of my sisters Sallie, 
Ann, Mary, and Nellie, and brothers Kalph, 
John, William and Edward, my old aunts Ann 
and Marie, and my grandfather Conyng- 
ham visited us every year, and 
this was the only redeeming ien- 
ture of civilization or pleasure known to ihe 
family. i was taken by them to Philadelphia 
and put to school for two years, my grand- 
father Peters paying for my schooling while I 
lived at the house of my grandfather Connyng- 
ham. J was unwilling to leave home, but was 
eaucht in the woods after a hard run and 
packed off on one day's notice, rigged up ina 
white neckcloth and an ill-fitting suit made 
from the cast-off old clothes ef my uncle Tom 
Peters, who was a beau in Philadelphia society: 

I remained at school in Philadelphia about 
two years; my teacher was named Eustis, and 
was a good instructor. 

Philadelphia, prior to 181-20, obtained its 
supply of drinking water from wells not more 
than fifteen to thirty feet deep, and as they 
had but little sewerage the water was certainly 
impure and led to annual pestilences of al! 
kinds, ineluding yellow fever. The city was 
lighted by whale oil lamps, and the watchman 
eried the hour throughout the night. ! recol- 
lect going to the pe stotnee to matl a letter to 
Columbus, Miss., when it was leeated on 
Chestnut street near the eorner of Fourth in 
asmall house, not over seventeen feet front. 
I approached the tront window from 
which one pune of glass Was 
out, on a platform. and paid for the letter 
tweuty-five cents. I think this wasin 1827. I 
remember the appearance of the present 
W ashington Sjtiare. In those davs it was the 
‘‘Potter’s field’ and was dotted with gTaves, 
with forlorn looking trees overhead. About 
this date Philadelphia had the monopoly of the 
foreign shipping business. There were several 
lines of clipper ships carrying both passengers 
and freight. My grandfather Convnghan 
always contended that Philade!phia would keep 
control of the shipping, as, in case of war. the 
Delaware river could be defended. whilst 
New York, being so exposed, could be bom bard- 
ed by theenemy. The opening of the De!- 
aware and Raritan canal was the first blow 
Philadelphia received. This was between the 
years 1830 and 1855. The shipping very soon 
took its departure for New York, and goods 
for Philadelphia were sent by the canal, and 
my grandfather lived long enough to see that 
his theory was incorrect. , 

After being at school two years in Philadel- 


| phia, I returned to Bradford fa-m for one 
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eters to advance the money for my schooling. 
He deeded a thousand acres of land in trust to 
my fatner to be applied to giving me a collegi- 
ate education, but my father neglected to sell 
the land, and failed to record the deed, and it 
was sold for taxes. : 

I attribute my success as a civil engineer to 
the years I spent at the Bradford iarm. My 
rugged constitution was formed there, and | 
couid outwalk and outwork any of the assis- 
tant engineers when in the tield and was al- 
waysindemand. In the spring of the vear 
my father gave me the privilege, with our 
hired man, of making maple sugar from our 
fine sugar bushes. We were to make the 
troughs, gather and boilthe sap, and have half 
the yield. We worked during February, 
March and April, making about 800 pounds. 
We took our 400 pounds to Towanda and sold 
it for half cash and half trade at six cents a 
pound, so my share was $12. 

This was the first money I ever made, but, 
as luck would have it,I met in-Towandaa 
schoolboy friend from Wilkesbarre, who told 
me that he was employed as a rodman on the 
survey of the Susquehanna canal at a salary 
of 31.50 per day. As I had been thinking of 
teaching school at $10 a month, and as Hough- 
ton Robison had always been considered very 
dull at school, I came to the conclusion that 
the life of a civil engineer would suit me, and 
afew days after returning home, my father 
wrote to my uncle, Richard Peters, at Phila- 
delphia asking him to obtain a situation for 
me, as the location of canals was just 
at this time being started in Pennsylvania. 
My uncle got a place for me in the office of 
the celebrated engineer and architect, William 
Strickland, who, years after, constructed the 
capitol at Nashville, Tenn., and is buried ina 
block of stone which was inserted in the wall 
of the building. 

Mr. Strickland looked me over and asked 
me for a specimen of my writing and what I 
knew abot drawing and mathematics. He was 
at that time completing the Arch street 
theater. On showing him my writing, which 
looked very much like a spiger’s track over 
the paper, he promptly told me that I would 
not suit, but advised me to study mathmetics, 
drawing, writing, and to attend lectures for a 
year and then come to see himagain. I 
took his advice and applied myself 
most diligently to work under the 
best teachers, and probably accomplished 
more in that year than I could have done in 
three or four previous years, I took drawing 
lessons from a Mr. Mason, who had quite a 
number of young would-be civil engineers 
under his charge. Among others the late Mr. 
Hazlehurst, who came to Georgia as a civil en- 
gineer on the old Monroe railroad ; also, Daniel 
Grittin, who became chief engineer of the same 
road. I took writing lessons and attended lec- 
tures atthe Franklin institute. This course 
continued about 18 months. I then called on 
Mr. Strickland and he put mein his office at 
the corner of Ninth and Walnut. 

was with him about six months 
when my eyes were opened to the fact 
that I was not calculated for an architect. 
About this time an apprentice to the brick- 
laying business copied some drawings that | 
had made, and on seeing them, Mr. Strickland 
at once took him into his oftice. This was the 
celebrated Waters, afterwards the architect of 
the capitol and public buildings at Washing- 
ton. I found that he could accomplish more 
in one day than I could in a week, so I applied 
to Mr. Strickland for the position of civil engin- 
eer on the Delawarebreakwater,he having been 
appointed chief engineer on that work. My 
business was to measure the rock and calcu 
late the number of perches in each loaded 
vessel. I was to receive $60 per month. |] 
remained there six months, and as the system 
of receiving the stone from the vessels as they 
threw it off in the water for the 
foundation was changed to merely 
counting the number of the rock, 
and giving a certificate of the number men- 
tioned in the bill of lading, I concluded there 
was no knowledge of engineering to be gained 
in such a business, and resigned my position. 

My uncle got me a situation with Major 
Hazel Wilson, who was about to start the sur- 
vey of the Camden and Amboy road. 

After remaining in Philadelphia a few days 
I joined a corps of civil engineer under Major 
Wilson at South Amboy, having been made 
rodman at $1.50a day. Lieutenant Cook, of 
the United States army, had charge of one 
party, and J. Edgar Thompson of another. I 
assisted with the surveys from Amboy to Bor- 
dentown, and recollect the commotion we 
mad6é when hewing a path through the shrub- 
bery in the grounds of Joseph Bonaparte. 

Mator Wilson, having received the 
appointment as chief engineer of the 
Philadelphia jand Lancaster railroad, 
now a division of the Penn- 
syivania Central, I was transferred to that 
road and remained there for five years, 

During the construction of the road I had 
charge of the viaduct at Cootesville. The 
stone piers were nearly eighty feet high. It 
proved to be the best structure on the road, 
and the piers now support the iron bridge of 
the Pennsylvania Central. In Novem- 
her, 1834, | went to Philadelphia and remained 
there until February of the next year, spent 
all the money lL had saved (3550) during the 
five years paying for board and frolicing with 
“the boys.”’ 

Then I received an appointment from J. 
Edgar Thompson, who had accepted a position 
as chief engineer of the Georgia railroad from 
Augusta to Athens. I at once went by stage 
to visit my mother and the family at Bradford, 
made a short visit, came very near freezing to 
death in the stage over Pocono mountain and 
was saved by an officer of the 
army who hada splendid robe made from 
wolf skins which he had killed in Ohio, 
then the #far west. He wrapped me up in this 
and gave meadrink of whisky and soon had 
me well warmedup. I wasat home about 
one week. ‘This was the last time I ever saw 
my dear mother. 

In order to make the trip, at Bradford 
[ had to sell the heavy gold outside case of the 
watch linherited from tmy grandfather Peters ; 
the watch itself is now the _ property 
of my son Richard. A jeweler” on 
Chestnut street pronounced it very pure gold 
This enabled me 
to make the trip and to return with a five 
dollar gold piece in my pocket. This piece I 
kept as a ‘‘luck penny” for twenty years. To 
arrange for my trip to Georgia I had to apply 
to my deur aunt and she wrote to my uncle, 
John M. Conyngham, and he loaned her $100 
which she turned over to me, as I did not 
wish the family to know that I was out of 
funds. This money I returned a few days 
after my arrival in Georgia by getting an ad- 
vance from the company. 

I started from Philadelphia when the snow 
was six feet deep, and at New York einbarked 
ona miserable side-whee] steamer to Charles- 
ton. Wearrived there ina snow storm, and 
it took us two days to reach Augusta by rail. 
This was in February, 1855. I found Mr. 
Thompson with the engineer corps ten miles 
from Augusta, and the next day took the field, 
but we all had to give up the work, this being 
the famous “‘cold Friday’’ which is remem- 
bered to this day by Georgians. 

1 had contracted to work for 31,000 a year. 

We had two southern assistants, 
Goode Bryan and Edward Bonner, and one 
northern, Edward Tillman, and in a short time 
we were joined by L. N. Whittle, from Nor- 
folk, Va., who became superintendent of the 
old Monroe railroad, and lived and died in 
Macon. L was soon promoted and made 
principal assistant at a salary of 
$1,500 ib year. L located the en- 
tire road to Greensboro and a portion of the 
Athens branch under the supervision of J. E. 
Thompson, who visited the camp and revised 
the line. My great etfort was to so locate the 
line that he could not better it by a change. 

We started on the location by 
taking our chances for board on 
the line of the road, and were often 
insuited by the piney woods people who 
looked upon us as yankee adventurers hired 
to build a railroad to break up their trade with 
the waggoners. Toovereome this difficulty I 
made a requisition on the company for a camp 
euttit, and found the new arrangement a great 
improvement aswe had nofurther trouble 
from inhospitable hosts, and finished locating 
the road without any difficulty, especially as it 
was known that the whole party were well 
armed. 

fn October, 1857, Chief Engineer Thompson 
came to our camp near Greensboro, and, mucb 
to my surprise, informed me that I was to take 
charge of the finished part of the road as su- 
perintendent, with Augusta as my place of 
residence. I replied that I would go if he 
would advance my salary to $2,500 a year. This 
he agreed to do. I started for Augusta at 
once. I remained in charge as superintendent 
and general agent until 1545, and was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Fred Armes, deceased. I was 
quite successful in keeping down expenses 
and was highly complimented, but the life of 
a superintendent then was yery dif- 
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as we charged very high 
rates and rin ourtrains atthe speed of ten 
miles an hour. 

I invested my surplus imthe stock of the 
company, and when the Georgia railroad bank 
suspended specie payment on account of the 
bad management of fhe Athens directors and 
President Dearfng, the stock dropped from par 
to $25 per share during the pantie of 1840, and I 
purchased all the shares that I could manage 
to pay for. Lownelda steam saw mill and 
purchased larwely of pine lands on the line of 
the road ata very low price, I always had 
the interest of the company in view and never 
received comuuiissions from persons farnishing 
material for the road. I worked hard for sev- 
eral years trying toinvent a spark arrester, 
and in arranging head lights for the 
engines, and sleeping accommodations for the 
passengers, as ours was tle first railroad of any 
length in the United States that risked running 
at night. We found, after the experience of 2 
year or two, that we had fewer accidents at 
hight than in the day time. Inthe year 1541 
the to control was transferred from Athens 
Augusta, and the Hon. John P. King was 
elected president. In the year 1844 IL pur- 
chased horses and.coaches and located a stage 
line from Madison to Montgomery, Ala.,—run 
ning a daily schedule. This line I purchased 
from the company in 1845, and resigned my 
position as superintendent. I compromised 
with the opposition lines and = ar- 
ranged for a through ticket from 
Charleston to Montgomery for $26.59, 
Stage portion being ten cents per mile, 

During the Mexican war the travel was very 
largely increased, and the owners of all made 
mney rapidly. 1 continued the stage business 
until 1¢ was gradually cleared up by the com. 
pletion of tné Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road and the road from West Point to Mont- 
gomery. Our stock was then trarsferred to 
the road between Montgomery and Mobile. 
We continued this line carrying the United 
States mail without any protit until the days of 
secession in 1560-61. 

In 18454), the Georgia railroad was com- 
pleted to Atlanta. I considered Augusta my 
headquarters, as there was then but one house 
in ‘*Marthasville.’’ This name had been given 
to it by my old civil engineer friend, Charles 
KF. M. Garnett, when chief engineer of the 
Western and Atlantic road, in  henor 
of Miss Martha, a daughter of Governor Lump- 
kin. When the Georgia road was completed 
to the terminus, 1 consulted our chief engineer, 
Mr. Edgar Thompson, about changing the 
name of Marthasville. After several letters 
on the subject he proposed the name Atlanta, 
to designate the terminns of the Western 
and Atlhantic road. This he referred 
to in his letter thus—‘‘Atlantic, mascnu- 
line and Atlanta, feminine—a ‘coined’ (word, 
but wel! adapted.”’ laccepted it at once and 
issued circulars by the thousands for distribu- 
tion throughout the country from Augusta to 
‘Tennessee, stating the fact of the completion 
of the Georgia road, giving the rates of freight 
and passage—the passenger rate being 
o conts a mile and the freight rate 
SK) cents per hundred pounds. The 
heading read—‘‘Completion of the Georgia 
railroad from Augusta to Atlanta.” The 
name gave universal satisfaction, except to my 
friend Garnett, who was very much annoyed, 
but he couid not overcome the popular move 
and atthe next meeting of the legislature a 
charter was granted to ‘‘Atlanta.”’ ‘lhe orig- 
inal name was *‘ Whitehall,” but this was the 
naine of the nearest postoftice located at 
the present *‘West End.” Fred Armes, who 
was then civil engineeron the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, was. appointed postmaster, 
first at Whitehall, and on the postofiice being 
removed to ‘‘Atlanta,’’ Wash Coilier became 
the first postmaster. The site of the depot 
was obtained by Mr. Garnett asa donation to 
the state from Mr. Mitchell, who 
owned a 200 acre tract. [ secured from 
him for the Georgia road, as a donation, the 
ground on which the Georgia depot is now 
located, and also a portion of the lot on which 
St. Phillip’s church is situated. In 1845, I 
think, there were three or four log housés in 
Atlanta that were built by the originai settlers, 
but the first frame house was erected by Mr. 
Garnett for the state, as an _  Ofiice. 
It was a very plain house, with two 
roonis down stairs and twoabove. This was 
in 1845 or ’46. It was situated on Wall street, 
between the present passenger depot and Mr. 
Kizer’s store. Mr. Garnett about this time 
completed the freight depot, a brick building, 
of which he was very proud. Hearranged for 
doors at one end for three tracks, that for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad being in the 
centre, and atrack each for the Georgia and 
Central roads, with platforms in between. 

Each held two cars, to be pushed in 
andout by hand. This he considered a superb 
arrangement, as the freight from the Western 
aud Atlantic could be transferred to and from 
the Georgia and Central cars with great 
facility, He also builta machine shop of 
brick, located south of the east end of the 
present passenger depot. He purchased in 
Philadelphia, at my suggestion, a stationary 
engine for the shops from M. W. 
Baldwin, who was then located in 
Lodge alley. I had seen this engine where it 
was used in driving machinery for the con- 
struction ofthe first locomotive ever made in 
Philadelphia. The State road used this engine 
in their shops for ye and I think itis still 
in existence in asawiiill near Stone Mountain. 

The first locomotive used on the State road 
was purchased by Mr. Garnett from the Georgia 
road. It wasasmall engine with one driver 
and a truck, called the **florida.”’ In the year 
1844 it was hauled from Covington by mules 
ona wagon, Mr. Garnett having completed 
the State road irom Atlanta to Marietta, 
which soda got out of repair,jand was renewed 
after the completion of the Georgia road. 

I made my first visit to Atlanta in a two- 
horse vehicle belonging to the stage line. 1] 
started from Covington, passing tiirough De- 
eatur to the present site of Atlanta, and 
thence by the Whitehall road to Newnan. 
This was in i8t4. My next visit was in 15845, 
on the completion of the Georgia road. Judge 
King and Mr. Armes were with our party 
on the first trip made by our engine. We 
made the run in twelve hours and siept 
in the office of Mr. Garnett,with mattresses on 
the floor. The lower rooms were used an 
eating house by Doctor Joseph Thompson, the 
keeper of a hotel in .Decatur, from which 
place he brought his’ supplies. It was afte: 
dark when we arrived and Judge King un- 
fortunately fell in a well which was being 
dug. It was only ten feet deep, and we soon 
pulled him ont, but he was highly disgusted at 
the episode. 

Strange to say, the four railroaders-—C 
Long who located the State road; C. F. 
Garnett, his successor; John P. King, presi- 
dent of the Georgia road, and J. Edgar 
Thompson, the famous engineer-—could not 
see any speculation in town lots in Atlanta 
when Mr. Mitchell _offered four acre 
blocks on Whitehall and Alabama streets 
for 5100 per aere. Colonel Long was offered a 
half interest ina two hundred acre tract on 
Marietta street, adjoining the Mitchell tract, 
for $500. He declined it, as he said Atlanta 
would be a good location for one tavern, a 
blacksmith shop and a grocery, and nothing 
more. He had made the selection of the place 
where the state road was to end, so as to best 
serve the Central and Georgia railroads, the 
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for the lines to Macon and Augusta. 

During my visits to Atianta after the com- 
pletion of the brick hotel that was built by 
the Georgia RaiJread company, I boarded 
with Dr. Joseph Thompson, of Decatur, 
had charge of this hotel, and there met his 
eldest daughter, and fortunately for me fell] in 
love with her. We were married on the Sth 
of February. 1548, and from that day to this 
I have never had any reason to regret 
my choice, as . she has proved 
the most faithful and loving 
wife, devoted to myselfand our children—a}l} 
of whom I have reason to be proud of, there 
being not a black sheep in the family. But 
few couples in the world could have gone on 
in prosperity and happiness for so long a time, 
next February being forty years since our 
marriage.

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CHANGING JUDICIAL DISTRICTS. 


Providing for United States Courts in the 
Indien Territory, Etc. 

Wasuincton, February $.—The senate bill 
to establish a United States court in the In- 
dian territory was, on motion of Mr. Vest.

For Distributing the Mails of the Country, 

WASHINGTON, February %.—The house went 
into committee of the whole (Mr. Crisp, of 
Georgia, in the chair,) on the postoflice appro- 
priation bill. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia. explained the pro- 
visions of the bill. It appropriated, he said, 
$55,595,344, of which it was estimated that 
$62,508,658 would be provided by the depart- 
ment from itsown revenue. The appropriation 
for inland mail transportion was an increase of 
$2,105,500 over the appropriation for the cur- 
reut year, and this was in part accounted for 
by the factthat the department had sent esti- 
mates of a deiiciency of $1,007,500, 

INCREASE (IN THE FREE DELIVERY. 
“The increase in the free delivery system 
amounted to $1,000,000. This was rendered 
necessary by laws passed for the classification 
of carriers, for leaves of absence and for apply- 
ing to them the eight hour law. But notwith- 
standing this increase, this branch would be 
more than self-sustaining. There was an 
increase of $600,000 in the appropriation for 
compensation -of past ofiice clerks, The ap- 
propriations heretofore made had been too 
sinall, aud it had been thought proper toin- 
erease them. ‘This was one reason of the 
increase. Another reason could be found in 
the new classification which the bill provided 
for. There was ho reason why clerks, who 
distributed the mails and gave energy, vitality 
business of the country, 
should not have salaries commensurate with 
ihe work assigned to them. 

UNABLE TO AGREE, 

The committee having risen to enable the 
house to limit the debate, and that having 
been done, Mr. Springer, of Illinois, reported 
that the conference committee on the territo- 
rial bill had been unable to agree.

Wasutnoton, February %.—The president 
today sent the following nomination to the 
senate: “Hugh S&S. Thompson, of South Caro- 
lina, to be United States civil service commis- 
sioner in the place of Alfred P. Edgerton, re- 
moved,” 

Judge Edgerton was at the capitol this af- 
ternoon. He says that hehad received no inti- 
mation from the president of any intention to 
remove him from oftice until yesterday, when 
he called at the white Louse. ‘The president 
then requested him to resign his office in order 
that it might be filled ‘y Mr. Thompson. The 
president said that there was little hope of 
securing a place for Mr. Thompson as long as 
there was no suitable vacancy ou the commis- 
sion. Mr. Edgerton, however, promptly 

DECLINED TO RESIGN, 
holding that his resignation would not be 
polite, creditable to himself or calculated to 
help any person (intimating that Mr. Thomp- 
son could not be contirmed if nominated.) Of 
course the president might exercise his pre- 
rogative if he saw fit. The president did see 
fit, and when he (Mr. Edgerton) reached his 
ofliee this morning he found the following 
letter awaiting him:

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGION, February %— 
Dear Sir: You are hereby removed from office of 
United States civil service commissioner.

WHAT MR. EDGERTON SAYS, 

When the news was communicated to the 
remaining commissioner—Mr. Lyman—that 
officer was surprised, and found himself in a 
predicament, as he was by no means satistied 
that he had authority, single-handed, to dis 
charge the formal duties of the civil service 
commission.

How He Assisted in the Murder of Two Men 
in the Mountains. 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., February %.—Red- 
Nosed Mike, the Italian on trial for the mur- 
der of Paymaster McGuire and his companion, 
Flanagan, went upon the stand as a witness 
today, and spent two hours in the forenoon and 
three in the afternoon telling the story of his 
crime.

DEFEAT OF THE MEASURE TO ADD 
TO THE EMPEROR'S SALARY. 
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VALUE OF THE ROYAL ESTATES. 


Bismarck'’s Conference With Sir Charles 
Beresford—The Chancellor's Advice 
to Great Britain. 
(Coprrizghted, 1889, s New York Associated I’ress. 

BERLIN, February 9,—In the lower house of 
the Prussian diet today the emperor's civil list 
bill passed its second reading, after a debate in 
which progressionists.emphatically protested 
against the increasing of the imperial allow- 
ance by 3,500,000 marks. The minority against 
the bill included Herr Richter, Muncke!, Hial- 
berstadt, Schneider, Langerhans and Virchow. 
They had no difficulty in proving that the 
wealth of the imperial family is already enor- 
mous, the emperor having at his 
disposal not only his revenue of 
15,250,000 marks, but also other resources 
from family domains. Herr Hofkammer, 
who administers the domains, is charged 
with the care of the crown edifices, forests and 
lands, and the collection of rents. Forest dis- 
tricts alone cover 157,000 morgen, or 39,250 
hectares. The farm lands are so extensive as 
to require a division into seventy-seven stew- 
ardships, each comprising a number of farms. 
Further, the minister of the royal household 
has charge of the revenues of four seignories 
comprising other extensive domains and farms. 
Supporters of the bill included all the mem- 
bers of the government groups. They could 
not show any necessity for the increase of the 
imperial income. They rested their demand 
upon the argument that as the emperor's func- 
tionsand work were increasing, his revenues 
ought to be enlarged. 

The emperor, who took a personal interest in 
the progress of the measure, had a telegram 
announcing the result sent to him at Potsdam, 
where he was presenting a flag and streamers 
tothe First regiment of foot guards. The 
temperament of the government majority was 
such that it would have voted a much larger 
sum if requested. 

The state of health of the emperor is again 
delicate. With the renewal of severe weather 
the ear trouble has been aggravated. Dr. 
Bergmann has been specially summoned three 
times this week. Constantly recurring ear- 
aches do not prevent the emperor’s incessant 
pursuit of work. 

The adjournment of the reichstag has caused 
a postponement of the final discussion of sev- 
eral important questions. Herr Windthorst 
has given notice that he will offer notice to 
insert in the acts regulating the judicial 
condition of the countries under German pro- 
tection guarantees of liberty of conscience to 
natives and foreigners, a free exercise of public 
worship andthe right of missionary propa- 
ganda. The motion has the semblance 
of a simple declaration in fa- 
vor of religious toleration, but 
conceaied under the recognition of this general 
principal the center party alms at obtaining 
the assent of the reichstag to the Jesuit prop- 
aganda in the colomies. A similar attempt 
was made in 1885, when the Order of St. Esprit, 
aftiliated with the Jesuits,demanded ihe assent 
of the government to the founding of missions 
in west Airica. 

Bismarck then replied that religious orders 
forbidden in Germany were prohibited in the 
colonies. 

The National Press, discussing Windthorst’s 
motion, declares that the attitude of the gov- 
ernment will be found to be unchanged; that 
the government will not refuse the fullest 
liberty to the Catholic propaganda, but 
that Jesuits being reorganized as dangerous to 
German interests in view of the society’s char- 
acter as an active international agent, cannot 
be allowed a footing in the colonies that would 
open the door for their admissien into Ger- 
many. Regarding the question of bi-metalism 
in the reichstag majority, composed of con- 
servatives, the free conservatives and centrists 
are not satistied with the waiting attitude of 
the government, and want the chancellor to 
initiate negotiations for an international con- 
ference on rates of gold and silver. Should 
England delay acting on the recommendation 
of bi-metallic .members of the English cur- 
rency commission, and failing early govern- 
ment action, Herr Heldorf, Marchbach and 
Kardoff will, on the opening of the 
house, introduce a resolution call- 
ing upon the government to convoke 
a conference. During Thursday’s debate, 
Bamberger made a powerful statement in sup- 
port of the gold standard. He held that the 
preset prosperity of Germany was greatly due 
to the abandonment of bi-metallism, and 
showed that the country held gold steck, in- 
cluding bullion in the Reichsbank and private 
banks, and the war treasury in the fortress at 
Spandan, amounting to 800,000,000 marks, the 
Reichsbank alone holding 400,000,000. Busi 
ness, especially finance, was booming, he said, 
and all countries were coming to Germany for 
loans. His argument failed to  im- 
press the majority in favor of bi-metallism, 
which is determined to push the question 
toa division of the house. The position of 
Scholz, Prussian minister of finance, is se- 
riously menaced, owing to his advocacy of the 
grold standard. 
~ Both the emperor and Prince Bismarck meee 
long conference with Lord Charles 
and the emperor has given him and 
the chief of- the German navy a banquet. Dur- 
ing the interview the ccnversation turned 
upon England’s state of preparation for war 
the combined naval forces of France 
and Russia. Prince Bismarck, itis reported, 
advised Lord Charles that an Anglo-French 
war was nearly as probable as one between 
France and Germany, and that if the 
Boulanger clique saw a possibility of 
beating England by a sudden attack, they 
would prefer the risk of taking chances of the 
sults of defeat by Germany. 

Bismarck dectared his readiness to conclude 
a defensive alliance with England. lie told 
Beresford to strongly represent to his govern- 
ment the urgent necessity that England should 
put her house in order. 

The North German Gazette,recurring to the 
Sewart incident, explains that the German 
embassy in Paris, acted upona decree from 
the chancellor prohibiting the granting of 
passports to French officers on the active list. 
After referring to the militant attitude of the 
French press and to the draconian ordinaries 
with reference to espionage, which render it 

mpossible for German officer to enter 
France,’’ the Gazette adds:

Itis also a recognized 
fact that his pen through the columnsof THE 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, has done more for 
the development of his state, and the en- 
lightenment of bis people, than any hundred 
men—be they living or dead. 

Hence when the glad tidings reached us that 
this brilliant young journalist and orator was 
coming to old Elbert-the banner democratic 
county of Georgia—there was a meeting called 
to arrange for his visit. 

When the news was spread that “Grady is 
coming!’’ the farmer at his plow, the merchant 
at his’counter, the busy housewife at her dairy, 
forthe time dropped their various duties to 
aid in tendering this popular young journalist 
a rousing old Georgia welcome.

Toaman the gentlemen pres- 
ent announced that this time and the purses 
were at the disposal of the committee, and in- 
sisted that Mr. Grady be given areception that 
would do credit to our county and show him 
the love and esteem in which he is held by the 
people of eastern Georgia. 

Committees were appointed to make suitable 
arrangements forthis auspicious occasion, and 
the following is the programme so far as an- 
nounced. Other features will be added: 

Karly in June is the time appointed for Mr. 
Grady to visit Elberton, and he is requested to 
bring with him any number of friends that he 
may select. who will become the especial 
guests of HEibert county so long as they 
can remain with us. Special trains will be 
operated on the Elberton Air-Line, that those 
living up the road can have an opportunity to 
meet with us.. We will have a Grady day in 
Elberton, and there will be present the largest 
assemblage ever seen in our section. All the 
neighboring and even distant counties will be 
present, with a reunion of Farmers’ Alliance- 
men as aspecial feature. Mr. Grady’s great 
work in behalf of our agriculturalists has en- 
deared him to this class, and. it is determined 
to give him a warm greeting from the horny- 
handed sons of toil. He will doubtless address 
the people, with agriculture as his theme. This 
announcement is sufficient to empty every 
farmhouse and hamlet within fifty or one hun- 
dred miles of Elberton. An _ old-fashioned 
barbecue will be given, and the comfort 
and entertainment of the visitors be 
looked after by a committee especially ap- 
pointed for that purpose. 

sut we do not intend to let Mr. Grady and 
his party escape us just yet. And our cap- 
tives, we mean to hold—peacably if we can, 
forcibly if we must—tor at least five more days. 

The uext step will be an excursions down 
the Savannah river to Augusta, that the mag- 
niticent water powers on that stream and its 
tributaries may be inspected, and the resources 
of eastern Georgia made known to the world. 
We have no palatial river steamers in which to 
transport our guests; but as a substitute 
therefor we will have- something far more 
novel, if not surroundea by so many modern 
luxuries. Messrs. Mattox, Cade and Craft 

three experienced riyer men—have been 
appointed a committee to have built two old 
style river boats—such as were used before the 
days of railroads, van afew of which are still 
rupning-to transport the products of farms 
lying on the San Vanni th to Augusta and bring 
back their pplies. These boats, however, 
will be built. " ith an especial eye to transport- 
ing passengers rather than freight, and every 
improvement added that can contribute to. the 
pleasure, comfort and safety of the occupants. 
They will be equipped with awnings and seats 
and will each furnish transportation for about 
one hundred and fifty persons. - A flotilla of 
supply boats wlll also be along, as also battaus 
for lishing, etc. These boats are being made of 
the best timber, and so constructed as to 
safeiv-vlide through and around the whirl- 
pools and rocks that mark the route. Mr. 
Grady’'s special boat, tobe named “The At- 
lanta,’’ in his honor, will be piloted by ITton. 
William H. Mattox in person, who is one of 
tine most € xpert and experienced navigators on 
the Savannah. Fromthe stern of this boat 
will wave a large silk banner, with 

“THE ATLANTA CON STITUTION” 
embroidered thereon. ‘This flag will be the 
handiwork of acommittee of Elbert county 
ladies, who insist that they be permitted to 
contribute something to the happy occasion, 
and suggested The CONSTITUTION banner as 
their share. 

The boats will be launched at Craft’s ferry, 
near the Hart county line, to which point the 
visitors will be conveyed in carriages, passing, 
on their route, some very fine water powers, 
and also seeing one of the garden spots of 
and 
board at the same place.’ 

From Craft’s ferry the party will go abont 
ten miles down the Savannah to Cherokee 
shoals, and there land and spend the night 
with that hospitable and enterprising gentle- 
man, Hlon. William H. Mattox. This is one 
of the most interesting and historic points on 
the Savannah, Fora mile or more here the 
river dashes over aledge of rocks, furnish- 
ing in the rapids, if used enough power 
to turn every spindie in Georgia. Colonel 
Mattox hasa canal here three-fourths of a 
inile in length, through which a portion of the 
river is turned to operate his mills. Over on 
the Carolina side, and also on an island above 
the ferry, are the ante bellum dueling grounds 
of the chivalry of Georgia and South Carolina, 
and the spots are yet shown where the thirsty, 
sandy soil drank the blood of more than one 
gallant but impetuous southron. One duel 
has been fought here since fhe war. ‘The 
afternoon and night the party will be the espe- 
cial guests of Colonel Mattox, and those who 
know the open-handed hospitality of that 
centleman will answer that the entertain- 
ment will be aroyal one. 

The next morning the party will again take 
to the boats, and one of the most exciting iuci- 
dents of the voyage will be the shootin: rx of 
Cherokee shoals. To launch a frail vessel in 
these seething waters appears to the inexpe- 
rienced as certain destruction. The boats are 
tossed around as if a cockle-shell, and at times 
threaten to be hurled headlong against 
the rocks; but a quick ‘turn of the 
rudder by the skillful steersman carries the 
boat safely through the whirlpools and around 
the barrie rs in its path, and in a twinkling the 
little vessel with its freight glides into samooth 
water. I havetaken one ride through these 
shoals, and the sensation it produced 
never be forgotten. In your enthusiasm an 
excitathent ali thoughts of fear are forgotten, 
and the voyager tinds his whole soul and mind 
enthused by the strangeness of his trip and 
surround! 
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deserted towns are the half-filled wells and 
cellars, while two dismantled napoleon guns on 
the roadside do sentine! duty for the lost cause, 

But it is to the future and not to the past 
that we ask our guesisto look. From this point 
they will be taken either in battausfor car- 
riages, as they may select, to Anthony shoals, 
about five wmnriles distant, on Broad 
river, and this wonderful water power 
shown to - them. is at this place, too, 
where the petroleum deposit is found, and 
which our people have still great faith in. 

A barbecue will here await the tourists, and 
Elbert, during this last night on her soil, in- 
tends to mark it with a red letter. 

From this point, the journey down the river 
wil! be tcisurely taken, so as to allow the party 
ain p! e time to indulge in fishing and hunting. 

‘he river abounds in fish, while its banks an a 
islands are thejfavored resort of all manner of 
game known to this section. One day will be 
spentin each county, between Elbert and 
Richmond, and an old- -time barbecue, prepared 
by the advance guard will await the arrival 
of the boats, 

There are many other points of interest on 
the Savannah that I would like to speak 
of, did time permit. The entrance 
into Augusta will be made 
through the canal and here it is intended to 
give our guests a farewell banquet, and permit 
them to return to their homes, 

The hearts of our people are set on seeing 
Mr. Grady, and we intend, to use a country 
phrase, to ‘put the big pot in the little one,”’ 
in according him a welcome. __ T. L. G.

The Grand Jury Passes a Severe Censure 
on Sheriff Smith. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., February 9.—[Special.] 
The grand jury, which has been in session 
since January 8, adjourned today, hay- 
ing returned 218 true bills, twenty of them for 
murder in the first degree. The following is 
the special report of the jury on the shooting 
at the county jail on the nightof December 8 

To the Hon. Samuel E. Greene, Judge of the 
Criminal Court of Jeflerson County: ‘‘As the grand 
jurors for the January term, 1889, we cannot feel 
that we have discharged our sworn duty without 
making some reference to the riot of December &th, 
18&8, which ended in the shedding of the blood ofsu 
many of our citizens in front of the county jail. 
This grand jury is scarcely able to draw the line of 
demarcation where approval of the conduct on the 
part of Joseph 8S. Smith, Jr, the sheriff of this 
county jail, should end, anc censure 
begin, while in the discharge of 
hisdutyin guarding the jail against the attack 
contemplated upon the same, Representing, as we 
doin part, the sentiment of a constituency, we 
deem it rizglit and proper to say that the sheriil was 
eminently justified, both in the di-charge -of his 
sworn duty and in the preservation of law and 
order, to have gone to any length to secure the end 
aimed at; that is, the -protection which the law of 
the land gives to eyery person until a fair hearing i: 
given to him. fo secure that protection, he was 
justifiable to invoke the strong arm of ‘the law, 
which, unfortunately, in the.face of circumstances, 
had to be resorted to. We can very weil 
appreciate the. situation which the sheriff 
found himself placed that memorahle 
night, when he found himself coufronted 
at the jail by & gal hering which, in the eye of the 
law, he was justified in c sider! F ob. Ue was 
justifiable n shoot ing into it after notitication had 
be en given not to encroach upon certain bounds, 
the passing of which he hada right to believe was 
& menace to the jail and’ the prisoner’s confined 
therein. 

If this was the only question to be considered we 
could fully indorse the sheriff in his e nduct and 
the result thereof, notwithstanding the terrible sac- 
rifice with which it was obtained. Ther :is another 
side to the question, The jury, after exh suatimerall 
sources of information, have come to tie conclusion 
that the sheriff, on the evening and night in ques 
tion, did not evi lence that Cliigence, judgment and 
cool rive née in an ofticer of the law, the 
aurbority of Clothes him with so much 
power. Had he displayed these qualifications, thus 
combining therewith the brave determination to 
defend the life of his prisoner, itis our humble but 
honest judg: ment that all loss of life might have 
been prevented, and the necessity to resort to shoot 
ing prevented. The proper defense of the jail 
should have been made at the intersection of Third 
avenue and Twenty-First street, Hadthe requisite 
number of guards been placed there, determined 
and resolute; if our military had been c —s out to 
assist in holding the point mentioned: the same 
could have been accom: lished without th es pat 
of blood: yes, without the firing ofa 
the evidence we have been able 
there was a lack of determination on the 
part otf the guards at the points mentioned. 
It.amust not be forgotten that so far as we have been 
able to learn that there was not seen on that night 
any man in whose hands were to be fouud any 
weapon. This fact admitted, we cant ol reach any 
other conclusion but that the mob con!d have been 
held at 21st street and Third avenue. Asi it was, the 
four men stationed there yielded without any at- 
tempt to stop the mob. Next we tind that there was 
no necessity for the firing which was directed to- 
wards 21st street and Fourth avenue, and, if it were 
in the power of the grand jury to say who it was 
that fired in that direciion, or who it was that fired 

rom the middle window second 
story of the old jail peo-

maintain order, we will not hesitate to say that if 
we could haye found out who these parties were, 
we would have been justifiabie in tinding an indict.

In our 
endeavor tosecure evidence which contemplated 
the finding of a person who was the 
leader, or who, by his conduct, conld 
be regarded as such, we have failed 
altogether. Much more might be said. It is better 
to subserve the ends of peace and harmony to say 
no more, but in ‘Insion we say that we have 
bee on taught a te rrible | esson at a most te rribie cost. 
he same end could have been reached without 
bloodshed, by deliberation, judgment and discre 
tion.

A SHORT A NATIVE 


Did you ever see a man with long hair who 
wasn’t a Chinaman? 

A little man dressed in solemn black, with 
his long jetty hair done up in a French twist 
and coiled upoon the top of his head, gave a 
CONSTITUTION reporter a hearty handshake at 
the Christian association yesterday afternoon. 

The little man is a Hindoo, who has been 
lecturing some years in the United States upon 
the customs of his country. 

He has a very dark skin, rather small black 
eyes, lips a little thick, but exquisitely reiined 
as they parted in a fine, clear smile over 
his beautiful teeth. The nose was 
straight and small, the nostrils very 
thin and delicate. It was a strangely 
attractive face, full of refined, intelligent ex- 
pression, and its owner, who bore the name of 
Sanahbrah, spoke English better than foreign- 
ers usually do, 

‘‘How long have you studied our language ?”’ 
was asked. 

“Oh, some twenty years. I am thirty-nin 
now and I commenced studying it when I was 
a boy.’’ 

‘‘Are you a follower of Buddha?” 

‘No. I was converted very young and bap- 
tised by a Baptist minister. J was very young 
when I first heard him preach. I was im- 
pressed then but did not understand him thor- 
oughly until some years afterward. See, here 
are the idols we worship.”’

The first president, 
Dr. Ignatius Few settled it, in Oxford’s 
beginnings Judge Augustus B. Longstreet, 
preacher, jurist, teacher, humorist, he 
of the “Georgia Scenes, ’’ succeeded 
Dr. Few in the presidency of the college and bought 
his home. Judge Longstreet added rooms tothe 
house and planted the granite posts for its front 
fencing, the gate he hung being yet in position. 
Bishop George I’. Pierce succeeded Judge Longstreet 
in the presidency of the college and the ownership 
of the property, the bishop also enlarging. The 
late Dr. W. J. Sasnett, professor and vice-president, 
succeeded Bishop Pierce in the ownership; the late 
Rey. W. 1. Parks--"‘Uncle Billy,’ Georgia Methu- 
dists called him—succeeding Sasnett. Mr. Parks 
added a second story, and greatly 
improved the property. In 1875 Dr. Hay- 
good succeeded Mr. Parks, buying from his estate, 
and lived there till October, 1867, he also adding 
and improving. Bishop Key succeeded Dr. Haygood 
and now the old place returns toits college duties, 
Dr. Candler, who boarded there when a student, 
taking it as the ‘‘president’s house,"’ 

One of Emory’s most noted “old boys,”’ in speak: 
ing of the house, said yesterday: 

“Inallthere are nineteen rooms: from 1837 to 
1889 what troops of boys have occupied them, It is 
estimated that nearly a thousand college boys have 
found a temporary home in this rare old house. 
Preachers, lawyers, teachers, doctors, farmers, 
soldiers, saints and sinners, have gone out from it. 
Scores of marriages have been arranged there at 
fifty commencementa during one of which, by 
actual count, over three hundred chickens, ,‘frying

As many asa hun- 
dred have dined there on one commencement day, 
Out of this house have issned books, pamphlets, 
speeches, newspaper artickes, without number.

THE LATE REV. GEORGE MACAULEY, 


A Tribute to His Memory by His Friends in

service in the work to which he devoted his 
life.

The sad inteliigence has react d nus that the Rey. 
George McCauley isno more. This briugs to Us a 
flood of memory, mingled with love and sofrow. 
Those of us now living ofthe conyregation Wwiich 
worshipped in this church when Mr. Macainex be 
came ite pastor. can recoliect him in the prime of 
life~—full of zeal for his Masters service—a 
zeal which he inherited irom his an 
cestry, who descended from the men who, through 
smoke and flame, famine sand death, dciended the 
Protestant ‘aith at the wails of Derry:bis childhood 
and youth caught theirimagery from the blue capped 
mountains, whose shadows are ever refiected in the 
clear, rippling waters of “Loughmech;” his early 
manhood found him in this sunny land, and in time 
our pastor. How he was loved by ali lile-time deto- 
‘tion can besttell. The breaking out of the civil war 
found the youth and manhood of his congregation, 
and many of his neighbors, drifting to the battle- 
fielda—he went with them, and amid the malaria of 
the Carolina swamps—the morasses of Chicahomi- 
ny and the fields of Cedar mountain, the Rapadan, 
Rappahafinock, |Thoroughfare Gap, and anas- 
sas, he was found ministering to friend and toe the 

ospel of his Lord and Master. After Manassas 
his ealth gave way and returning to what was 
left of his flock, and with them through their trials 
of bereavement, of poverty and distress‘he m{nister- 
ed—entwining himself around their hearts’ tendrils 
by his unselfish tenderness anddevotion. The la- 
mented Bishop Elliott was his ideal—like him, his 
creed was simple—purely {Proiestant. He pro- 
tested against everything which did not uphold 
that his blessed Master, Jesus, was the way, the 
truth and the life, and no man came unto the 
Father except through Him. Outside fancy cere- 
monials were to him a mockery and a snare—the 
foundation and groundwork of the infidelity of the 

resentage. With all denominations of Christians 

ir. Macauley was at home—he was not for Paul or 
Apollos. Christ and Him crucified was his motto; 
and the man who believed in this, be he Baptist, 
Methodist, Presbyterian or aught else, was to Mr. 
Macauley a brother Christian. A good, noble man 
has fallen, full of love for his kind. Generous to & 
fault—peaece to his ashes! His memory with us has 
been ever green, and wil! itever be, until we meet 
with him beyond the river, where sorrow and sigh- 
ing are unknown,
